What Female Labor Leaders Say About Work and 
_ Wages---Does Unionism Make Girls Masculine? ‘4 


Servant Girls May Form Union. 


(Copyright, 1904, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Washington, D, C., May 14.—(Special.)— 
“What should women do tgpelp their 
sex as to labor matterg?’’ 

“Are trades unions a good thing for 


women?’ 
“Do they not tend to unsex them—make 


them masculine?”

There are 1,500 of them in Chi- 
nago alone, and they have locals in near- 
ly all the large cities. I have a letter be- 
fore me from Mrs, Emma Lamphere, the 
general organizer ofthis union. She has 


tiaveled all over the country. and is well |. 


known everywhere in labor 
says: . 

“I believe that trade unions area good 
thing for women, and that they. are ab- 
ecolutely necessary to their business and 
industrial success, This is especially so 
as regards retai) clerks. The female help 
in most stores is uncertain. There is so 
much floating help—here today and gone 
tomorrow—that it is very annoying to the 
merchant and unsettling to the employ- 
ces. Many of our salesladies work only 
for pin money, thereby keeping out oth- 
ergs who are compelled to depend upon 
thefr own resources for a living. It is 
necessary that a saleslady should have 
good, up-to-date clothes, and she must 
have a good salary to pay for them, 
otherwise she must stcal or secure money 
in other ways. Indeed, hundreds of 
ycung girls go to ruin yearly trough the 
low salaries paid by the retai] mer- 
chants of this city of Chicago. I there- 
‘ore say that every woman should help 
in the gatise of organized labor. It is by 
this means that we can raise wages 
and sequre fixed employment, and by 
these means only. 

“You ask what the retall clerks have 
done. Through our union we have re- 
duced our hours of labor from fourteen 
and sixteen hours per day to ten hours, 
and in some places to eight and nine. We 
have secured fixed legal holidays,:an in 
some Cities a weekly half holiay during 
July and August. We have cared for our 
sick and buried our dead. 

“As to. wages, the lady retail clerk re- 
ceives from $2.50 to $25 per ‘week.« About

Women Workers v. Men Workers. 
“Will the time come when women will 


receive the same pay as the men?” 
‘Yes, just as soon as they realize that 


they. must edopt the same methods to 


get it. The advantages men have are 
only those which they Have been able 
to demand. When women are organized 
as the men they will secure the same ad- 
vantages. At present the women cigar 
makers receive the same wages as the 
men. The same is true in many other 
trades where unionism prevails. 


Woman as a Striker. 

“TI think the women stand by their de- 
mands in strikes as steadfastly as the 
men. This is shown by their actions in 
the recent strikes in Fall River, Law- 
rence, Gloversville and in the garment 
working trades, and also in the shoe 
workers’ ‘strike of Lynn, Marlboro ana 
Haverhill. I do not believe in strikes ex- 
cept when they are absolutely necessary, 
and think every possible means toward 
an amicable settlemeht should be made. 
I do believe in the boycott in all cases 
where an employer threatens to lower the 
standard of labor in a given industry, 
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MISS EMMA LAMPKIN, 
Chief Organizer of the Ladies’ Re- 
tail Clerks’ Union, 
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and think it the duty of the whole pen- 
ple to boycott such employers. 

“You ask me what organized labor has 
done for my trade? It has raised the 
wages from 10 to !2 per cent, has bet- 
tered our working conditions and has 
reduced the hours of labor one hour per 
day, with a Saturday half holiday dur- 
ing the summer months. It has raised 
the self-respect of the working girl, by 
making her feel that she is something 
more than a mere working machine, and 
that she has an influence in fixing the 
conditions under which she works. This 
has been to the mutual advantage of 
both employer and employee.” 

“Will trades unions eventually prevail 
among our clerks, typewriters and serv- 
ant girls?’’ 

‘Yes, they have already extended to 
clerks and typewriters. The trades unfon 
is big enough, broad enough and liberal 
enough to cover all classes of labor ir- 
respective of its nature.” 


A Voice from Wellesley. 

Miss Vida Scudder, of Wellesley college, 
is president of the Boston Woman's 
Union Label League. She is a bright 
woman intelHectuvally, and much interested 
in woman’s work. She writes: 

“The Boston Woman's Union Label 
League is composed. of women who may 
or may not belong to trades unions, but 
who feel it their auty, as consuiners, to 
patronize union made goods. They be- 
lieve the labe] to be the most effective 
means we have of extending practical 
loyalty to the great principle which is 
revolutionizing modern industry. This 
prine'ple they hold to be that the primary 
consideration In industry is the welfare 
of the producer; and that,only when this 
welfare ig adequately protected may we 
rightfully aim ‘at cheapness or quality 
of product. Orgunized labor in America 
is the most ftmportant agent which is 
pressing practically toward the enforce- 
ment of this vital principle; and, there- 
fore, toward a social order more stable, 
democratic and just than that which we 
at present enjoy. To demand goods bear- 
ing the union labe! is directly to further 
the cause of social righteousness, and to 
join the lable league gives to one’s in- 
dividual witne&g the added force which 
always comés from organized effort.’’ 


Trade Unions and Woman’s Clubs, 

As to trades unions, Miss Scudder 
writes: 

“Trades unions are certainly a good 
thing for women if they are a good thing 
for men; and I believe that women can 
help to imprové’the industrial condition of 
their sex more effectively by entering the 
ranks of organized labor than in any 
other way. ‘To belong to a trades union 
‘unsexés’ & Woman no more than to be- 
long to one of the women’s clubs, popular 
among the ~ ileged class. Indeed, it

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nine ideal, inasmuch ag the primary aim 
of the woman's club is usually intellec- 
tual self-culture, while the primary aim 
of the trades union is ethica] and hu- 
mane. Nothing more enlarges the sym- 
pathies and uplifts the desires of a work- 
ing womap than to belong to the right 
kind of a trades union, and to learn to 
look beyond the personal advantage of 
the moment to the permanent welfare of 
all her comrades in labor.” 


From Boot and Shoe Workers. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union is 
found in many parts of the country. It 
numbers thousands, and is especially 
strong in the west. I have a letter before 
me from Miss Emma S8teghagen, of the 
executive board of this union. It is dated 
Chicago. She says that the Woman’s 
Label League is a great help to the union, 
as its members are pledged to buy none 
but union-stamped shoes, and all other 
‘commodities which bear the union label. 
She writes that this‘ league is national 
In its scope, and that Its mission is to 
educate trades union men’s wives, women 
workers and club women up to the stand- 


| ard of unionism. This league demands 


the union label on every purchase and is 
helping women and children workers to 
better conditions. 

Miss Steghagen says that the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union has a woman in the 
field whose duty it is to organize the wo- 
men of the trade, and also to work for 
the union label, This organization pays $5 
per week sick benefits, $5 a week to ev- 
ery one of its members on a strike and 
from $50 to $100 in case of death. She 
Says that her unfon has but few strikes, 
and that most of its troubles are settled 
by arbitration. ; 

As to women’s trades unions, Miss Steg- 
hagen writes that their objects are a ra- 
tional number of working hours, fair 
wages and the elimination of child labor’ 
She says that in some parts of the coun- 
try the shoe factories work their hands 
nine hours per day and in others ten. 
Piecework is most common, and $10 a 
week is considered a medium wage for 
experienced workers. In her trade the 
hours are the same for women as for 
men, and some women earn quite as 
much as the men. She thinks woman a 
good striker, but advises strikes only as 
a last resort. She says that organization 
has greatly benefited her trade. She be- 
lieves that women’s unions will steadily 
grow, and that in time they will cover 
every branch of woman’s work, even to 
the servant girl. About 30 per cent of the 
boot and shoe workers are women. 


The Glove Makers. 

Among the most interesting of the wo- 
men’s trades unions is that of the glove 
workers. They have branches in Glovers- 
ville, N. Y.; in Chicago and in other 
glove-making centers, As to this union, 
I have a letter from Miss Agnes Nestor, 
a member of the executive board of the 
International ‘Glove Workers’ Union of 
America, from which I abstract the fol- 
lowing: 

“Glove making consists of fine work 
and heavy work. Most of the fine work 
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MISS MARGARET HALEY, 
A Leader of Chicago’s Federation 
of School Teachers. 
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is on kid gloves, which are made in the 
east and chiefly at Gloversville, N. Y. 
This work requirés considerable skill and 
it pays well. It is done by the plece, and 
the wages depend upon the speed of the 
worker. The heavy work includes the 
making of gloves of horse hide, calfskin, 
bucksin, etc. This is mainly done in the 
west and is divided up into different 
crafts. There is one branch known as 
‘“‘closing,’’ which is most difficult to learn, 
and which pays beat, the girls receiving 
20 cents an hour for it. Men receive the 
game wages.” 
Women and Trades Unions. 

Miss Nestor writes that her trades 
union has done much for the glove work- 
ers of Chicago. The union there has been 
organized only two years, and it has al- 
ready secured the ‘‘closed shop’ and the 
Saturday half holiday during the sum- 
mer months. It has abolished the system 
of paying 50 cents per week per operator 
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‘you Cannot Be Cured,”

TOOK WILD RIDE 


ON POWOER TRAN 


Thrilling’ Account of Daring 
Underlaking, 


Nemirovitch Dafithenko Tells How 
Russians Rushed Train of Am- 
munition from Liao Yang 
to Port Arthur Throygh 
Jap-Infested Country. 


einen I 


Liao-Yang, May !4.—Hemirovitch Dan- 
chenko, the Russian war correspondent in 
the service of the Associated Press, con- 
cludes his personal narrative of his 
escape from Port Arthur, the first part 
of which was cabled to the Associated 
Press yesterday, as follows: 

“Having reached the flaming village of 
Wafandian, I wished to proceed thence to 
Liao-Yang and afterwards join General 
Zassalitch’s forces. With nightfall from 
the hills outlined against the blaze of 
fire, shots were heard occasionally. The 
locomotives showed no signs of starting. 
Chinese approached us with complaints 
against the governor, who had executed 
eight more of our friends. 

“The Chinese, frightened, huddled 
around our camp fire. The telegraph wire 
was working all night with headquarters. 
At daybreak a monster ammunition train, 
drawn by several engines, arrived. It was 
essential to take that train through to 
Port Arthur, an exceptionally dangerous 
und@rtaking in view of the reappearance 
of the enemy. Two squadrons of frontier 
guards were sent out to reconnoiter the. 
neighborhood. The cars were armored 
by a@ double row of rails against rifle fire, 
and had on board a.company of Baikal 
engineers. A locomotive was sent ahead 
to act as a scout In charge of Lieutenant 
Zavadsky, who acted as engineer, and 
Lieutenant Von Roop, two arméd stokers 
and the correspondent of the Associated 
Press. Our mission was to signal the 
train which was following ten minutes 
behind, if there was any danger that it 


| would attract the enemy’s attention, in 


which case the train would Rave been 
blown up by the Russians. 

‘Colonel Spiridoroff gave the signal and 
we started off with the engine swathed 
in clouds of gmoke..from the burning 
station of Wafandian. © 

“As we drew out on both side were 
seen the verdure-covered slopes, with 
blue hills in the distance and occasional 
glimpses of the erald sea. Chinese 
villages and min ‘@.gardens alone, re- 
lieved the monotony “@t the picturesque 
scene, The typhoon had passed and there 
was nothing to prevent the enemy’s land- 
ing. Doubtless it was proceeding not far 
away. 

SINGLE JAPANESE SHOT 
WOULD ZAVE WRECKED TRAIN 

‘I saw Chinese women and children flee- 
ing with their family valuables. We 
eagerly scanned for treacherous nooks 
and gorges of the hills, where the enemy 
might be lurking. A single successful 
shot from a hidden battery might blow 
up the mammoth train behind. There 
was no sign of life at Polandien. The 


the grave. We overtook the cavalry 
scouts, who thereafter acted as our out- 
posts. We -found the bridges, one of 
which had been repaired by Colonel Ski- 
ridoroff on the previous day, still guard- 
ed by our sentries, who reported that 


the enemy had not appeared. The loco- 
motive steamed on quickly without en- 
countering any signs of life as far as 
Sanshilipou. There the troops were drawn 
up to meet us. We heard the good. news 
that thirty-six men who had been sur- 
rounded by the enemy the previous day, 
and who had vainly been sought by the 
Kin-Chou garrison, had succeeded in 
breaking through the enemy’s line un- 
aided. After again starting, we saw a 
detachment of cavalry in the midst of 
a cloud of dust near the seashore, and 
stopped to see whether they were friends 
or foes. Through field glasses we recog- 
nized Russian uniforms. It was a squad- 
ron sent by General Fock to meet and 
escort us. The soldiers, however, raced 
and galloped forth with joyful faces, At 
Kan-Chou General Fock and his staff 
came to offer their congratulations on the 
accomplishment of such a dangerous and 
important mission. 

***Now that you have fed Port Arthur 
in every sense, we need have no anxiety, 
The enemy is everywhere, but they miss- 
ed us,’ said General Fock. The generai 
thanked Colonel Spiridoroff and the other 
officers and men, and the train proceed- 
ed thence over a_ well-protected Ifie. 
There was no necessity for us to go any 
further. 

“As we left and resumed our journey 
to Liao-Yang we could hear the echoes 
of distant explosions caused by the blow- 
ing up of the piers and quays of Port 
Dalny. 

“On our way north we sighted a de- 
tachment of Jaganese cavalry. The enemy 
continued land at Han Chou, near 
Cape Terminal, driving out the Chinese. 
The feeling here is that Liao-Yang is 
not impaired by. the apparent temporary 
checks to tue Rissian arms, which, it is 
claimed, cannot alter the final outcome. 
Let Russia, it ia added, not give way to 
excitement, but look forward cheerfully. 
Fresh troops are ,arriving uninterrupted- 
ly. The Siberian soldiers have q splendid 
appearance. They are greatly superior to 
the troops from the central Russian 
provinces.

DOCTORS ATTEMPT A CURE 


LL fully wrapped jin bandages and 

laboring under the delusion that 
she has undergone a dangerous opera- 
tion for a tumor in the stomach, a New 
Albany, Ind., woman lies at the Ken- 
tucky university on Broadway, while her 
Physicians are carefully watching her 
in the antictpa¥ion that their unique de- 
ception may permanently cure the hys- 
teria with which she hag been afflicted 
for several months.

opiates were administered to reduce her 
to a state of semi-consciousness. She 
could hear and feel vaguely, but could 
see nothing:. The physicians, speaking 
gravely, spent considerable time in defin- 
itely locating the supposed tumor. When 
all was in readiness, one of the doctors 
produced a pitcher of ice water, which 
he held above the part supposed to be 
affected and allowed a drop to fall at in- 
tervals of about fifteen seconds. With 
each drop of water the patient winced 
and occasionally groaned ag if in great 
agony. Once or twice She could be heard 
to whisper that the doctors be careful, 
and not cut her too deep. Finally, when 
it was thought the hoax had been suc- 
cessfully carried to completion, the doc- 
tors swathed the patient in bandages and 
had her removed to a room. On awaken- 
ing she found herself in the presence of 
two trained nurses, who are keeping up 
the deception by not allowing her to 
move a muscle. Although she has the 
appetite and strength of a normal wom- 
an, she lies perfectly passive and sub- 
mits cheerfully to the diet of clear broth.

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YANKEE OFFICERS SOUGHT 
TO SERVE IN CHINESE ARMY 


T. PAUL, May 14.—Evidence that 
the Chinese government is recruit- 
ing officers for what is known as 
the “Chinese Amperial Reform Army” in 
the United States developed her. today 
on receipt by W. F. Maiden, of St. Paul, 
of what apparently is equivalent to a 
comn ssion for a second lieutenancy in 
the Chinese army from Edmond F. Eng- 
lish, of Yankton, 8.

It states that the applicant would be 
enrolled _as an officer in the Chinese 


service, and that his grade would not be 
lower than that of a second lieutenant. 
A special to The Dispatch from Yankton 
says that Mr. English admits he is secur- 
ing recruits for the Chinese army, but 
that there jis nothing especially signifi+ 
cant in the movement now, as the plan 
of securing American officers had its in- 
ception long before the Russo-Japanese 
war began. He says the Chinese govern- 
ment, being desiroug of improving the 
efficiency of its military service, decided 
that American officers were the most 
desirable, because they would not, and 
neither would the American government, 
expect a territorial preferment for serv- 
ices endeed. He is quoted as saying that 
owing to th strict neutrality observed by 
the American government in the present 
Russo-Japanese war, all accepting service 
with the Chinese government will leave 
the United States as individuals.

SECRETARY HAY 


AT WORLD'S FAIR 


Reaches St. Louis as Rep- 
resentative of President 
Roosevelt. 


World’s Fair Grounds, St. Louis, May 
14.—Secretary of State John Hay, who 
arrived last night, formally began his 
visit to St. Louis and the Louisana Pur- 
chase exposition as the representative of 
President Roosevelt by being éscorted to 
the administration building today by 
President Francis. President Francis was 
an early caller and escorted the distin- 
guished guest to the exposition. Accom- 
panying Secretary Hay are Mrs, Hay, 
Henry Adams and Miss Adams, 

Secretary Hay came to the exposition 
more especially as a representative to the 
Mternational Press Congress, which will 
ne in session next week. % 

Prince Pu-Lun, of the imperial dynasty 
of China, and members of his party, de- 
marted today over the Wabash railroad 
for Chicago, which will be the first stop- 
ping place in Prince Pu Lun’s tour of the 
eastern part of the country. Before leay- 
ing the prince, accompanied by Wong- 
Kaj Kah, imperia) vice commissioner from 
Japan, called upon President Francis at 
the exposition to say farewell. As a 
token of esteem. President Francis pre- 
sented the prince with a gold watch, 
hearing the inscription, “Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, 1904.’’ 

The prince expressed himself as dis- 
pleased with the curious staring of the 
public generally. and said he preferred 
to dress as plainly as possible during 
the rest of his visit in America. 

The first feature of today’s progress 
at the exposition was the opening of the 
Relgian national pavilion. The Relgian 
pavilion is one of the most unique on the 
grounds, a curious feature being that it is 
entirely without windows. Sections of 
stained glass that constitute the walls, 
however, permit light to enter the build- 
ing, and it is thoroughly lighted. The 
reason for the omission of firmer win- 
dows is said to be that the building is 
modeled after the rules of Belgian ar- 
chitecture that exclude windows because 
taxes were levied in accordance to the 
number of windows in a building. | 

The ceremonies today were unique in 
that no invitations had heen gent, The 
guests of honor were over Sc0O 
girls in the different parts of St. Louis, 
and were received by Baron Hencheur, 
minister from Belgium t0O Washington, 
and Commissioner General and Mme. 
Carlier. The opening, however, was not 
devoted to the children. 

President Francis, Secretary -of State 
Hay and many other officials were pres- 
ent. The German section of the Palace 
of Agficulturé was formally opened to- 
day, Commissioner Genera!

History of Church. 

The First Presbyterian church in the 
city of Augusta was organized by Rev. 
Washington McKnight, in 1804. Messrs. 
John Taylor, William Fee and George 
Watkins were ordained elders, and the 
sacraments were regularly administered 
from that time. Mr. McKnight died in 
September, 1805, and his remains now 
lie buried in the old St. Paul church 
grave yard. By his side rests the form 
of his beloved wife. 

In July, 1806, a call was presented to

_ John R. Thomnson, a 


licentiate of the 
presbytery of New .York, and accepted 
by him. Mr. Thompson was transferred 
to the presbytery of Hopewell and or- 
dained May 9, 1807, and immediately tin- 
stalled as the pastor of the church. At 
the same time Messrs. Oswell Eve, 
Thomas Cumming and. Augustus Moore 
were elected and set apart to the office 
of ruling elders. The membership of 
the church numbered twenty-seven, 
The congregation at that time wor- 
shiped in the building belonging to the 
corporation of the Richmond academy, 
and Known as St. Paul church. In May, 
1809, the board of trustees of Richmond 
academy refused to any longer rent St. 
Paul church for the session of the Preg- 
byterian church, on the plea that it 
ought not to be given up to any ons 
of the denominations, but should be free 
to all. By this act the congregation was 
virtually excluded from its customary 


place of worship and scattered abroad.

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Measures were immediately taken for the 
erection of a Presbyterian church. 
Measures had been taken two years 
previous to this for obtaining subscribers 
to a new Presbyterian church, and appli- 
cation had been thade to the legislature 
of Georgia for an act of: incorporation 
for seven individuals herein named to 
constitute, with their successors, the 
“trustees of Christ church, in the city of 
Augusta.” This application was grant- 
ed, and in December, 1808, the legisla- 
ture passed an act authorizing and re- 
quiring the conveyance of a lot on the 
common of Augusta, to cértain trustees 


and thelr successors, “for the purpose of 


bullding a new church, and to incorporate 
the trustees of said church.” 

This act was signed by Benjamin Whit- 
aker, speaker of the house of representa- 
tives: Henry Mitchell, president of the 
senate, and approved December 16, 1808, 
by Jared Irwin, governor. The following 
are the persons named as trustees and 
who constituted. the first board of trus- 
tees of the historic church: John Taylor, 
James Pearre, John Wilson, Thomas 
Cumming, John Campbell, John  B. 
Barnes and William White. 

On May 23, !809, the trustees reported 
that an act of incorporation had been 
obtained and they had the deeds for 
the site selected for the church. In a 
short time the subscription lists had 
grown sufficiently large to warrant the 
actual commencement of work on the 
new edifice. The plans for the building 
were furnished by Robert Mills, of Phila- 
delphia. The new structure as erected 
was about 170 feet in length, and had 
a seating capacity of 1,100 persons. The 
corner stone was laid July 4, 1809, by 
John ‘Murray, M.D., chairman of the 
building committee, the day being a 
holiday, and the ceremony being wit- 
nessed by the city council, trustees of 
the Richmotid academy, the county 
militia and a large concourse of citizens. 
The building was not completed until 
1812, and was solemnly dédicated to God 
on Sunday, May 17, of that year. 

It was in 1836 that the corporate name 
of the church, was changed to the ‘‘Pres- 
byterian church of Augusta, Ga.,” by 
an act of the legislature. In May, 1837, 
that Rev. A. N. Cunningham was in- 
vited by the church to act as supply for 
one year, early in the #Gtlowim year 
receiving and accepting the call to the 
pastorate. He continued with the church 
until 1842, when he résigned. WBighty- 
one were added to the congregation dur- 
ing his pastorate. 

In May of 1882 Rev. WilNam Adams, 
D.D., of Louisville, Ky., was installed as 
pastor. It was during his service in this 
position that the church came into pos- 
session of the munificent bequest of Miss 
Mary Telfair for the erection of the 
present Sunday school room and library. 
The original bequest was for $30,000, but 
litigation, covering a period of thirty 
years, causced interest to accrue, the 
church finally receiving a gross amount 
of over $36,000. 

Under the direction of a committee the 
above building was erected and it: has 
been fhe expressed verdict of visitors 
from all parts of the country that modern 
archictecture has not a more beautiful 
design to its credit, one so perfectly 
adapted to the uses for which it was in- 
tended. The building is the pride of the 
city. The interior arrangements are per- 
fect in every detail. 

Rev. J. T. Plunkett, D.D., the present 
pastor, was installed in May of 1890. In 
189i the charter of the church was so 
changed by the legislature in granting a 
renewal of the charter that the trustees 
have no longer any recognition except 
as representatives of the corporation at 
law. In 1892 the interior of the church 
was completely remodélled, improved and 
brought up to date. Duriftg the summer 
of 1901 ‘the fat dimprovements in the 
church were made, when the entire edi- 
fice was overhauled and repainted at a 
cost of several thousand dollars, 

The present officers of the church are 
as follows: Pastor,’Rev. J. T. Plinkett, 
D.D.: ruling elders, George P. Butler, 
F. M. Stovall, H. A. Fillsch, W. A. Gar- 
rett, W. H. Warren, Dr. George A, Wil- 
cox and O. M. Stone. 

The presegt membership of the church 
is 650. Last year’s contributions were 
something over $11,600. Within the 
venerable walls of the oki edifice is still 
sung the songs of the sons of Korah.

Lumpkin asked Attorney Mayson if such 
was the case, and if it was alleged in the 
petition. 

Attorney Reuben Arnold opened the 
Case yesterday by making his second 
speech to sustain the demurrer. He was 
answered by Attorney Mayson, and At- 
torney Arnold concluded the argument. 
A great many authorities were cited. 

From the arguments on both sides, the 
whole case seems to be, in a nutshell, 
that Chief Ball contends that he never 
had the prisoner Harding or Blazer in 
his custody or control, and therefore 
had no right or power to surrender him 
to an officer who had the warrant from 
Justice Ormond’s court. On the other 
hand, Justice Ormond says that Chief 
Ball did have the prisoner in his cus- 
tody, and in refusing to turn him over to 
the officer with the warrant he was 
guilty of contempt. Chief Ball sought 
to protect himself by a prohibition writ 
and Justice Ormond demurred to the pe- 
tition. 

State Rights Involved. 

In the case there is involved the right 
of a state to interfere with a prisoner 
who is in the custody of an extradition 
officer in transit from one state to an- 
other. In other words, if an officer, un- 
der the protection of the federal laws, un- 
dertakes to bring a prisoner through 
Georgia, while en route from Florida to 
Ohio, can a state warrant in Georgia 
take the prisoner out of the custody of 
the extradition officer? Attorney Mayson 
holds that such cannot be done, while 
Attorney Arnold says that it can be done, 

In the course of his arguments, At- 
torney Arnold said: 

“The supreme court of the United 
States deciged in 1863 that any state 
can proceed against a prisoner who is in 
custody of an extradition officer, Such 
an officer is not an officer of the federal 
government.”’ 


Judge Lumpkin asked Mr. Arnold: “‘Do 


to give it a trial. 
My disease is 
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you mean to say that becauSe a state 
court can issue a writ of habeas corpus, 
any court can take a prisoner from an 
extradition officer on any kind of a war- 
rant?” 

““Just so long as-there is no conflict be- 
tween two states over a pfrisoner,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Arnold, ‘a state is bound to 
respect the rights of an extradition offi- 
cer, but Georgia in her sovereign power 
as a state had just as much right to hold 
Harding Or Blazer as Ohio had to take 
him. Suppose Harding had gommitted a 
murder in Georgia, do you think that 
any officer could bring him through the 
state on a little misdemeanor charge and 
this state not take possession of the 
murderer? 

“It was Chief-Ball who undertook to 
decide the whole case. If he had turned 
the prisoner over to the officer with 
Justice Ormogd’s warrant, then the de- 
tective from Ohio could have had op- 
portunity to show that the prisoner be- 
longed to him and no one else. Chief 
Ball woudn’t even allow the prisoner to 
go into Justice Ormond’s court, and he 
resisted the officer of the court, and was 
therefore clearly in contempt. The pro- 
hibition writ should be dismissed because 
Justice Ormond has jurisdiction to try 
Chief Ball for contempt.’’ 

Argument for Ball. 

Attorney Mayson, for Chief Ball, 
from several authorities and said 
all the cases he cited were about con- 
tempts, and were applicable to the case 
on trial, and the cases cited by Mr. 
Arnold were all ciyil ones, and not at all 
applicable, 

“If this court says for Chief Ball to 
go into Ormond’s court,” stated Attorney 
Mayson, “it will simply mean that this 
court sentences Chief Ball to jafl for 
five hours. Justice Ormond has pre- 
judged the case and announced that he 
would do. It is an important matter to 
the chief, as a citizen, not to go to jail, 
but it is far more important that no such 
indignity be heaped upon the man who 
presides over the city’s police depart- 
ment.

“Mr, Arnold said something about the 
arrest of Harding being all a fake. Why, 
that fellow is a ‘notorious criminal from 
Maine to California, and such a felon 
that justice ought to fire him into prison 
from a catapult. 


What Might Occur. 

“Tf the inferior coyrts of this country 
are to be permitted to do as Justice 
Ormond wants to do with Chief Ball, our 
laws will bg made the laughing stock of 
the world. Suppose a prisoner passing 
through a state in custody of a federal 
officer could be stopped on warrants, why 
the officer could be waylaid at every cross 
road and he would never get to his desti- 
nation. Georgia, like otMer states, has 
ceded to the federal government a right 
for prisoners to pass through her domain 
when being taken from one Sstate to 
another. 

“Chief Ball never had custody or con- 
trol of Callahan’s prisoner. He could not 
turn him over to any officer on any 
warrant. Yet Justice Ormond wants to 
put him in jail, and if a grohibition writ 
does not lie in a case like this, then the 
law permitting such writs ought to be 
stricken from our books.”’ 

Mr. Arnold closed the argument and 
replied to Mr. Mayson’s argument, and 
said that prohibition writs could oniy le 
when an official sought to do something 
entirely outside his jurisdiction. 

“If Justice Ormond,” he gaid, “should 
try to grant a divorce or probate ~@ will, 
then a prohibition writ would lie; but in 
this case the subject matter is clearly 
within Justice Ormond’s jurisdiction, and 
no higher court has a legal right to inter- 


fere.’’ 

Judge Lumpkin took afl the papers

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OLIVEROS FREE 
ON UNIQUE PLEA 


Escapes Because Mistrial 
Was Granted Over His 
Protest, 


Upon a plea of former jeopardy be- 
cause a mistrial was granted over the 
protest of his counsel, J. B. Oliveros, 
of Savannah, under a decision of the 
supreme court rendefed yesterday, will 
now escape trial on an indictment charg- 
ing him with larceny after trust of $5,- 
683. The point is entirely a new one and 
the opinion, which was written by Chief 
Justice Simmons, will be read with much 
interest by tne lawyers of the state. 

Oliveros was cashier for the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company in Savan- 
nah and was indicted at the March term, 
1903, of the superior court of Chataam 
county on the charge of larceny after 
trust, it being charged that he appro- 
priated to his own use, in various 
amounts, $5,883.74 belonging to the com- 
pany. 

Waen Oliveros was on tria) before 
Judge Pope Barrow on July 27, 1903, a 
receipt given to the Southern Express 
Company by Oliveros for a package of 
money containing $377.50 was tendered 
in evidence to show that the money had 
gone into the cashier’s hands. Thereupon 
Judge Barrow remarked from the bench: 

“A receipt showing the delivery of a 
package is about as higa evidence as you 
can get. [t is about as high evidence as 
one can get that a man has received any- 
thing when he acknowledges f in writ- 
ing.” \ 

Counsel for the defendant objeeted to 
this statement and asked Judge Barkow 
to withdraw it, as it was calculated \to 
influence the action of the jury. Judge 
Barrow then corrected himself, but dit 
not witadraw the statement. He admit+ 
ted, however, that the receipt, as evi- 
dence, was open to attack. 

The next day, July 28, the trial being 
still in progress, Judge Barrow said, af- 
ter thinking over the matter, that be- 
cause he had expressed an opinion 
amounting to error, he had decided to 
declare a mistrial. To this the counsel 
for the defendant entered serious ob- 
jection, stating taat the proper way 
was to let the trial be concluded and 
then to grant a new trial on account of 
this error. But over the counsel’s objec- 
tion the court decided to grant and did 
grant a mistrial. 

Counsel for the defense then set up a 
plea of former jeopardy, claiming that 
Oliveros had already been once in jeop- 
ardy on the pending charge, and under 
the constitution, could not, therefore, be 
tried again. Judge George T. Cann, who 
succeeded Judge Barrow on the benca, 
overruled this motion to dismiss the in- 
dictment and the case went to the su- 
preme court. 

The supreme court by a vote of 4 to 2 
decided yesterday that where a mistrial 
is so granted over the protest of the ac- 
cused, it was error on the part of the 
presiding judge to overrule a plea of 
lormer jeopardy. Oliveros cannot, there- 
fore, be tried again on the charge. Tne 
justices disesnting from this opinion 
were Justice Lamar and Candler.

Atlanta Merchant Will Continue 
Fight on Railroads 


Will Be Before Georgia Railroad 
Commission Tomorrow, and Are 
Prepared To Take to Higher 
Authorities if They 
Lose It, 


. ee: 


The merchants of Atlanta, headed by 
the Atlanta freight bueau, will renew the 


attack upon the railroads before the 


Georgia railroad commission tomorrow 


morning at 11! o'clock. 

The merchants are being gouged by the 
railroads, and théy know it; they have 
lost their customers in this territory be- 
cause of discriminations against them in 
freight rates, and because merchants of 
other cities can put the same goods in the 
stores of the country merchants at a 
lower price, and the Atlantans have 
awakened to the situation; they can do 
more business, better businesg and make 
more money by moving from Atlanta to 
other cities, and they have come to real- 
Ize it. 

The Atlanta merchants are not, how- 
ever, going to move away from Atlanta. 
They have other interests here, and will 
remain. They have appealed to the rail- 
roads to stop squeezing them, and their 
appeals have been unavailing. They have 
argued and their words have fallen upon 
deaf ears. They have now stopped both 
appeals and arguments. They are fight- 
ing. 

The Atlantans are now before the rall- 
road commission of the state. After ex- 
hausting the powers of that body, they 
will appeal to the interstate commerce 
commission. Failure there will result itn 
the ease being taken into the courts, 
before the general assembly of the state, 
and anywhere else that will result in a 
cessation of the discriminations against 
the mefchants of the city. 

They are fighting hard and fast, and 
and they will fight harder and faster as 
they progress. 

They are “going to fight it out aiong 
this line, if it takes all summeag’’ 

They have evidence that tbe rallroads 
are hauling freight from Chicago to 
Jacksonville, through Atlanta, cheaper 
than it is hauléd from Chicago to At- 
lanta. 

They know that freight is sent from 
New York to Savannah, through Atlanta, 
cheaper than it comes from New York 
to Atlanta. 

They know that freight is sent from 
Savannah, through Atlanta to Chattanoo- 
ga cheaper than it comes from Savannah 
to Atlanta.

At the last 
montaly meeting of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce more testimony of the same 
kind was given, and the merchants dur- 
ing that session resolved to stop appeal-. 
ing to the railroads and go to work in 
earnest for a proper reduction in the 
freight rates. 

Both the city government and the cit- 
ig@tizs have always dealt fairly with the 


. railroads and for that reason tae mer- 


chants of Atlanta ere unable to under- 
stand why they should be selected as the 
victims of the rallroads in the matter of 
freight rates. 

Some interesting evidence will be given 
by the merchants during the meeting of

The convention of the Southern Whole-

SOLDIERS DENY

“That interesting young soldier who 
gave the police such a thrilling account 
of his sufferings in the army has (much 
to the relief of the other southern boys 
here) decided to fold his tent and silent- 
ly steal away with his amiable partner, 
Private Lewis. : 

‘Lewis, in fact, was absent without 
leave when he was arrested in Atlante, 
but there was no proof of desertion, so 
he was released from the guard house, 
and as soon as he was released he and 
his truthful (?) friend Dean skipped away 
together. That there was firm reason 
for suspecting the contemplated deser- 
tion of Private Lewis is evinced from 
the subsequent conduct of the man, who, 


'since hig release from the clutches of the 


law, has made good his assertion to de-

Judge Broyles Dismisses As- 
sailants of Mrs, 
Joseph. 


Afitter as severe a lecture as has ever 
been delivered to any parties from the 
bench of the city recorder, Judge Broyles 
dismissed the cases that were made Fri- 
day night against «ight Syrians by Bicy- 
cle Officers Chambers and Fincher, 
charged with attempting to poison Mary 
Joseph, a Syrian woman, of 530 1-2 Ma- 
rietta. street. 

Thomas Sadi, George S. Deher, T. 8S. 
Saliba, George T. Zachem, George Mon- 
sone, Jacob Moses, Mr’. Deap and Mary 
Geonge went to the home of the Joseph 
woman at 9 o'clock Friday’ night and 
frightened her almost to death. She 
claimed that Mrs. Deap placed a bottle 
to ‘her nostrils and the inhalation of the 
contents caittsed her to become deathly 
sick. The officers sent her to Grady hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Joseph was able to appear in po- 
lice court yesterday afternoon, but show- 
ed plainly the effects of her fright of the 
previous night. She said she was at 
home when the eight Syrians entered and 
told her that if she did not withdraw 
the prosecution against Charlie Deap 
they would kill her. She became frigiht- 
ened and screamed. The officers then en- 
tered and arrested the (ntruders. 

“This woman is a joountrymian of yours 
amd you should protect her as such,” 
fairly shouted Judge Broyles to the de- 
fendanits. ‘Instead of giving to her the 
protection she deserves you have banded 
together almost in a state of outlawry. 
Deap should ‘be jhanged if ie is guilty of 
the crime with which he is charged and 
wien you attempt to intimidate a wit- 
ness You violate the law also. 

“In this case I think it is ignorance 
and ‘because of this fact I am going to 
dismiss the case. The next time you are 
ibefora me for troubling this woman I 
will bind vou all over to the state courts 
and you will be given terms in the peni- 
tentiary.’’ 

The defendants declared that they did 
not intend harming 'the woman; but mere- 
ly went to ascertain if they could settle 
the case she had made against Deap.

HITS ATLANTA 


Epidemic of Prosperity 1s Great- 
est in City’s History 


and the United States 
Government Responsible for 
Starting the Activity. 
Scarcity of Workmen 
in Atlanta. 


Railroads 


Never in the history of Atlanta has 
there been such an epidemic of build- 
ing as there is this spring. This build- 
ing is not confined to any one section 
or to any one kind of building, but is 
general in all parts of the city and in- 
cludes all kinds from little two and 
three-room cottages away from.the cen- 
ter of the city to great sixteen and sev- 
enteen-story sky-scrapers on Peachtree 
street.

The tremendous and continued activity 
in Atlanta real estate for the past two 
or three years has been equal to that of 
a western border town in the way build- 
ings have risen with wonderful pros- 
perity and it has carried with it tle 
strength of the conservatism of the oldest 
eastern cities—the very combination that 
has made of Atlanta the metropolis of 
the new south. 

To start with the raflroads have spent 
$2,000,000 in securing the right of way 
for new and better terminal facilities 
and they are now spending as much 
more in the improvement of this prop- 
erty, the elevation of tracks, the erection 
of a new station, train shed, freight 
station, etc. The property owners. se- 
cured good prices for the land sold an4 
very naturally many of them put thet-s 
money back in Atlanta real estate, the 
same kind of investment from which 
they had-realized such a good profit.

All of which things prove that this 
talk about a “Greater Atlanta’ is more 
or less untimely, as the Greater Atlanta 
is nOW a part of the present and has been 
this long time. 

Another thing, the recent deal by which 
the old Collier property passed into the 
hands of a syndicate and the amount wf 
money that was cleared by the transac- 
tion has proved to be a big boom for 
real estate all over the cfty. This pren- 
ont activity is made all the more re- 
markable when the fact is taken into 
consideration that this is a presidenttay 
year, which fs generally marked by dull- 
ness and the deMying of building until 
after the end of the campaign. 

At least one mre fact is deserving of 
!mention, and that is the way in which 
property owners have been improving 
their property this spring. Owners of 
-homes have been painting and repairing 
as never before, and s0 gencral has this 
improvement become this year that it is 
the rule rather than the exception. 

Altogether, the present outlook for At- 
laffta from a real estate and building 
point of view is better and brighter than 
ever before.

Washington, May 1!4.—William Ran- 
G@olph Hearst wil! support the nominee 
of the St. Louls democratic convention, 
whoever he may be. He today authorized 
The Washington Post to make this state- 
ment unequivocally. 

He ridiculed a story sent from Albany 
that he and Mr. Bryan, Arthur Brisbine, 
Weaver of Iowa, and others were plan- 
ning a huge bolt and the formation of 
a new party. He said he had been mak- 
ing his fight for the nomination in the 
name of progressive democracy, but his 
} fight had been within party fines and 
*' would continue to be so. Whatever the 
result, he - intended personally and 
through his newspapers to support the 
regular ticket. 

“I am for the St. Louis nominee,”’ said 
Mr. Hearst to The Post. 

Having uttered that plain spoken san- 
tence, he added with a smile: 

“I should, of course, like to be. the 
nominee myself. I have supported the 
democratic ticket in the last five cam- 
. paigns. I supported Cleveland three 
‘times and Bryan twice. I expect to sup- 
port &he nominee of the party at St. 
Louis, whoever he may be. I have not 
been able to deny all the foolish things 
that have been said about me. 

“I have not even kept up with all 
‘that has been said. But of all the fool 
‘things, that story that I am. going to 
bolt is ‘fooler’ than all the rest. 

Fights Within Party Lines. 

“I have been making my fight for the 
nomination in the name of progressive 
democracy. I have been making my fight 
within party lines.”’ 

An inquiry was made aboutethe sig- 
nificance of the several contesting Hearst 
delegations over the country. 

“Every state convention of both par- 
ties has contesting delegations,’ said Mr.

Our Railway Casualty List. 


accidents in the United States in 1903 
exceeded eight times fhose from similar 
causes on the lines of Grat Britain. 
It is even reported that on the link be- 
tween London and Liverpool, not a 
Single passenger lost his life during 
the interval stated. The fact that 
there is a larger mileage in the United 
States than in the United Kingdom 
falig far short of furnishing an ade 
quate explanation of the discrepancy, 
though it must, of course, be taken in- 
to account as a contributing factor. 

Accidents which result in heavy 
casualties originate from a great va- 
riety of causes. The two most prolific 
sources are given as collisions and de- 
railments, with possibly a slight pre- 
ponderance in favor of the former. 
The collisions occur almost invariably 
either from a misunderstanding of or- 
ders, a reckless disregard of orders in 
the hope that chance may smile on 
the effort to save time, incompetency 
on the part of the train dispatcher,fail- 
ure to observe imperative precautions 
when a train has broken down on a 
stretch of track over which succeeding 
crews have the right of way, occasion- 
aly defects in automatic apparatus em- 
ployed on the safety block systems. 

Derailments are caused from an 
equally numerous set of events. Large 
Or small articles insecurely packed 
or loose portions of equipment may 
drop from passing trains to cause the 
derailing of a train following in The 
wake; a digjointed rail, a rotten cross- 
tie, or a flaw in bridge structure over- 
looked by the section hands will pro- 
duce the same effect; while negligence 
at the car shed, machine shop or round 
house may permit motive power or 
rolling stock to take the road in such 
precarious condition that the first un- 
ugual strain will result in the ditching 
of the train. ' 

This summary does not, of course, 
include the interference of mali- 
cious or criminal individuals, 
whose actions may defeat the most 
sedulous care observed to avoid dis- 
aster. 

In extenuation or rather explanation 
of the 290 deaths last year, railway 
officials claim that the accidents which 
caused them were largely due to the 
broken, unstable condition of the land 
over which the lines passed. As a 
matter of fact, statistics will demon- 
strate that a very large percentage of 
the casualties of recent years have oc- 
curred in the most thoroughly settled 
portions of the country and on lines 
long characterized by high prestige in 
the railway world. The charge that 
the feverish demand for excessive 


rspeed on part of the traveling public 


is responsible for many of the most 
appalling catastrophes, may have some 
slight ground. That same traveling 
public, however, would very probably 
be willing to put up with a more 
moderate speed if thereby its own 
safety were enhanced. | 
Experts hold out bright hopes that 
the percentage of such accidents will 
be materially lessened within a nomi- 
nally short time. This transformation 
will be the result of more rigid physi- 
cal and mental requirements levied on 
office and track operatives and the 
more general employment of the auto- 
matic signals which render it practi- 
cally impossible for one train to enter 
one “block” or secti¢s of track oc- 
cupied by another. The multi-track 
system will also minimize hazard as 
the different railroads become suffi- 
ciently prosperous to install it. These 
measures, with the passage and strict 
enforcement of heavy penalties where 
culpability is proven, will go far to- 
ward decreasing the already greatly 
diminished risk of railway travel.

Last of the Great Explorers. 

The death of Henry M. Stanley 
marks the disappearance of the last 
of that class of explorers who may be 
said to have positively influenced the 
destinies of civilization. He belonged 
to that sturdy host comprising such 
brave spirits as Vasco da Cama, Co- 
lumbus, Amerigo Vespucii and Magel- 


| lan who might, like Othello, speak of 
1“most disastrous chances, of moving 


accidents by flood and field,” in the 
penetration and conquering of the vast 
tracts of land and sea previously a 
terra incognita. 

Every crevicgecand strange cranny of 
this big globe, with: the sole exception 
of the two poles, has been pried apart 
liké oysters by these indomitable in- 
vaders, and made to disgorge their 
secrets and their riches for the benefit 
of mankind at large. Even Lhasa, the 
stubborn Tibetan stronghold of one 
of the most mysterious and obscure 
peoples on the earth, has been attack- 
ed by the virile curiosity of the ex- 
plorer and its jealously guarded tem- 
ples and palaces and archives made to 
surrender their sacred contents. It is 
doubtful if we who sit in the secure 
enlightment of the twentieth century, 
realize the obligation we owe these 
men or the rare qualities with which 
they must have been endowed to in- 
sure the success of their work. To 
many parts of the habited world they 
stand in the relation of forefathers of 
civilization and progress. Their rug- 
ged, dauntless natures and sanguine 
temperaments, with the dominant in- 
gredient of prophetic imagination, find 
few replicas in the sublimated com- 
mercial and artistic spirit of today. It 
is as though the pugnacious, berserker 
contempt of obstacles which was an 
indispensable adjunct of their trade, 
having played its part, has been 
atrophied into the faint caricature 
which manifests itself in fhe safe pur- 
suits of this century. 

Of course, there are yet many de- 
tails to be unravelled in the interests 
of commerce, religion and education. 
But that is the work of the frontiers- 
man, the settler, the business man. 
Exploitation is a far cry from explora- 
tion, with its unknown dangers and 


}aearth of rewards, Doubtless the pos-

session of genius is necessary in both, 
but it is genius of very radical con- 
trasts. 

So far the Arctic and Antarctic re- 
gions have presented an impenetrable 
front to the explorer. More lives and 
fortunes have been sacrificed in en- 
deavors to attain a thorough knowl- 
edge of their frigid confines than in 
any other exploring enterprise. Nearly 
every year some iron heart creeps 
painfully, inch by inch, over the ice 
and snow nearer to the pole. With 
Nansen, Peary, Baldwin and the Euro- 
pean explorers exhausting the energy 
of scientific skill on the obstinate 
problem, there is. no reason why 
eventually their efforts should not be 
crowned with success. Heretofore 
practically all such attempts have been 
confined to the north pole, but since 
the discovery that access to the Ant- 
arctic territory appéars*more feasible, 
it is possible that the leading figures 
in this arduous task will form plans in 
this direction.

No Such Subjects. 

In expressing formal thanks for 
congratulations upon Japanese vic- 
tories in the Yalu valley which.were 
sent him by a body of Russian stu- 
dents at St. Petersburg, the emperor 
of Japan remarked, incidentally, that 
he was extremely thankful he had no 
such subjects. 

And he has none. There is no 
country on the face of the earth where 
patriotism is more universal than it is 
in JAvan. The enthusiasm of the 
Japanese people for their government 
and for their emperor falls little short 
of being a religion. It may sound ex- 
travagant, but it is a fact, that 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the Island Kingdom there is no man 
who would not lay down his life for 
his country today. The history of the 
nation is full of acts of individual 
bravery which do not fall short of real 
herdism. No man can read of the 
feats of the old daimios and their sa- 
murai, or of the modern soldiers and 
sailors of Japan, without experiencing 
a tingling in his blood. 

The many times demonstrated wil- 
lingness of these Japanese fighters to 
lay down their lives for their country 


| is sometimes attributed to fatalism. 


To some extent this is true, but it is 
not at-all true in the sense as of the 
Mohammedan fighting man,who rushes 
to death fired by the conviction that 
destruction at the hands of an enemy 
means immediate tranglation to a 
paradise where from four to seven 
wives are furnislied him. The Japa- 
nese are stoics in the face of death, 
but their patriotism is the real thing. 

Perhaps it is an understanding of 
this which, to some extent, accounts 
for the worldwide sympathy the Japa- 
nese enjoy in this great crisis of their 
national existence. 


Ai. 
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Success and Education. 

The United States bureau of educa- 
tion has issued a report which strik- 
ingly proves the value of a collegiate 
education. 

It has long been a moot question 
whether success, with all that the word 
implies in this money-mad age, 
hinges in an appreciable degree on a 
thorough educational training. Many 
there are, and the favorites of for- 
tune, too, who agree with Charles 
Schwab that the self-made man has 
the advantage over the collegian. 

The United States commissioner of 
education sought to enable one to ar- 
rive at some definite conclusion by 
the collection of an imposing array of 
statistical facts and, as a basis to 
werk on. he took the names from 
“Who’s Who in America” as represen- 
tative of truly successful Americans. 
There are some who may be inclined 
to question whether such a list is en- 
tirely adequate, although it must be 
admitted to contain a goodly number 
of inspiring names. 

The editors of this report secured 
replies from 10,000 of the “most no- 
table men in all departments of use- 
fulness and reputable endeavor,” as en- 
shrined in the “Who’s Who” temple 
of fame, in answer to the question 
whether, in their experience, education 
helps one to success, and as to what 
amount of school training helps most. 

According to the last census there 
are in the United States 14,794,403 
males over thirty years old. The 
United States bureau of education 
estimates that these are divided edu- 
cationally as follows: 

Class |. Without education.... 
Class 2. With only common 
school training or trained out- 

side of organized schools.. .12,054,335 
Class 3; "With regular high 

school training added..... ... 
Class 4. With college or higher 

education added.. .. 325,613 

Omitting the few persons under 30 
years old, the report from 10,704 no- 
tables shows: Without education, 
none; self-taught, 24;. home-taught, 
278; with common school training 
only, 1,066; with high schoo) training, 
1,627; with college training, 7,709, of 
whom 6,129 were college graduates. 
That is: 

From the 1,757,623 of Class ! no no- 
table reported. 
From the 12,054,335 of Class 2 

came 1,368, one for every .. .. 8,812 
24 of these réport themselves as 

self-taught; 278 as privately 
. taught. 

{From the 657,432 of Class 3 came 
1,627, one for every .. 
From the 325,613 of Class 4 came 
One fom GETZ... os. se ce ve 42 

From these figures the following 

conclusions are drawn: 


1. That from {800 to 1870 the unedu- 
cated boy In the United States failed en- 
tirely to become so notable in any depart- 
ment of usefulness and reputable en- 
deavor as to ettract the attention of the 
Who’s Who editors, and that only twen- 
ty-four self-taught men succeeded, 

2. That a boy with only a common 
school eNucation ‘had, in roursi numbers, 
one chance tn,9,000. 

3. That a high sqhool training increased 
this chance nearly twenty-two times. 

%. That college education added gave 
the young man abogt ten times the

chance of a high school boy and 200 times 


the chance of the boy whose training 
stopped with the common school. 

5. That the A. B.~graduate was pre- 
eminently successful and gqhat the self- 
educated man was inconspicuous. 


The United States commissioner of 
education thus comments on the fore- 
going: 

From the nature of the case it cannot 
be ciaimed that these classifications are 
exact, but they are based upon the full- 
est statistics ever obtainef, and the 
necessary estimates have been made by 
government experts. It is also doubtless 
true that other circumstances contributed 
to the success of these trained Mén, but 
after all reasonable allowances are made 
the figures force the conclusion that the 
more school training the American boy 
of that period had, the greater were his 
Cfances of distinction. Row will ity be in 
this century? 

It is unnecessary to extend this inquiry 
to woman. Education is practically her 
only door te eminence. 

This is really a remarkable exhibit 
and will go far toward convincing the 
Doubting Thomases that, however ma- 
terialistic the age, those who would 
win the largest measure of success, in 
any chosen pursuit, must first acquire 
a solid, and, preferably, a collegiate 
education. The notion that when a 
man gets his sheepskin he is unfit for 
any but the learned professions, and 
that they are hopelessly overcrowded, 
is shown by this investigation of the 
federal educational bureau to be er- 
roneous. The eminent Britons who 
compose the Mosely educational com- 
mission reported, as the result of their 
recent investigations in the United 
States, that they found among our 
“captains of industry” a demand for 
college trained men which far ex- 
ceeded the supply. 

This should stimulate parents to 
give their children good educational 
advantages, and the young men and 
young women of the rising generation 
to eagerly embrace every opportunity 
to cultivate their minds, not for the 
mere sake of “culture,” which is too 
much of a cult, but to fit them for 
practical contact with the things that 
make for success in life. 


FUDICIARY ELECTIONS. 


The Judgeship Controversy. 
Colonel John J. Strickland, of Athens, 
delivered am address at the annual meet- 
ing of the Bar Association in which, 
after revicwing the different methods 
of selecting judges which had been tried 
in Georgia, he suggested a plan which he 


thoulzht would ellminate the objec- 
tions cited against the other plans 
and would prove a success. In view of 
the present discussion, Colonel Strick- 
land in a tard to The Athens Banner 
rvcalls his suggestion, which was: 

‘*Require the supreme court judges to 
nominate not less than three nor more 
than six lawyers of a given circuit, and 
the iqovernor appoint one from this num- 
ber, and that appointment iconfirmed Dy 
the senate. The supreme court judges 
know better than any one else the ma- 
terial in a circuit qualified for the posi- 
tion. Ther high etanding, reputation 
and character asx well as their interest 
would dictate making the selections with 
great care. The matter might be fur- 
ther guarded ‘iby rendering any lawyer 
ineHgiple who should himself, or through 
hig friends, approach amy judge upon tihe 
snibject of including his name dn the list. 
My suggestion as to the supreme judges 
Was that the >freuit jardges likewise nomi- 
nate not less than three, nor more than 
tix for each place, and the governor 
appoint and the senate confirm. You 
vibserve this method combines parts of 
two methods which have heen tried in 
Georgia. 

“The wisdom. of this course, or some- 
thimig like it, is apparent to every think- 
ing man. It is comceded by the lawyer 
and jayman alike that a judge should be 
removed as far as possible from the ne- 
cessity of resorting to political machinery 
to place himself on the bench, or retain 
his position there. It is distasteful to 
the lawyer who is eompelled to do it, 
and purtfuil to the influence of the courts 
for good. The judge is only human, and 
must be strong indeed to resist tempta- 
tions that are liable to beset him when he 
must go before the circuit or state, to 
obtain or retain his office. You cam see 
how cases would constantly arise that 
would try a judize’s nerve, and though he 
stood and did right, his motive is liable 
to be misjudged. To illustrate: suppose 
a popular and well connectes plaintiff 
should whave a ease again-t ja foreign 
corpomation, or other popular client, that 
should stamd for trial shortly before a 
hotly contested election for judge of a 
given circuit. Suppose the plaintiff 
should obta’n a verdict against the de- 
fendant, and a motion for new trial 
Should he filed. The judge under the 
rules of law and evidence realizes that a 
new trial should be granted. He further 
realizes that ithere are possibly one hun- 
dred voters in ‘the county connected with, 
or interesited im the plaintiff who had 
obtained the jfutdigment. If he erants 
the new trial he loses those votes and 
thereby the county. If he refuses 
the mew trial he incurs the contempt of 
himself and all who know the facts. 
What is he to do? Tihe above case 
is an imaginary one, but one thrt is lable 
to happen at any time. The system that 
rendking possible such a conflict of duty 
and interest cannot last. 

“It occurs to me this is an appropriate 
time to revive the suggestions above 
made, and I offer them for what they 
are worth.

I 
am persuaded that a farge per cent of 
the criticism is in fact unfounded, but 
ny complaint is with a system that per- 
mits a condition of affairs that will fusti- 
fy or authorize such criticism.”

IN THE FIELD OF POLITICS 


Nobody has a better understanding 
of the value of the warning against 
counting chickens before they are hatched 
than Theodore Roosevelt, who now seeks 
to crown his long career as a practical 
Politician and officeholder by securing 
election to the high place which came 
to him as a resuw of accident. 

When, éeveral months ago, the edict 


Went forth from the white house that ad- 
‘ministration lieutenants shouia see that 


the various state conventions adopt reso- 
tutions of instruction, there was a dis- 
position to regard such precautions un- 
necessaty. The only man who was in a 
position to give President Roosevelt trou- 
ble had died and the outlook from his 
standpoint was absolutely serene. But 
the president, evidentiy realizing the tem. 
per of the majority of republican politi- 
cCtans toward himself, resolved to take 
no chanees; hence the activity of his 
chosen men in forcing the adoption of 
instructions resolutions. 

Now, however, it is all settled and a 
sigh of relief has gone up from the sacred 
precincts of the white house. Seven hun- 
dred and fifty-eight of the 988 delegates 
to the republican convention have been 
chosen. Of this number 610 have been 
instructed for Roosevelt, considerably 
more than en®ugh to insure his nomina- 
tion, and, of course, those who have not 
been instructed will vote for him as no 
Other name will be presented to the Chi- 
cago convention. When that body gath- 
ers and acts there will be practical dem- 
onstration of t®e bit of wisdom attributed 
to the brilliant Thurston, of Nebraska, 
who described President Roosevelt as the 
man whom “all republicans are for, but 
none of them want.” 

But they have to have him whether 
they want him or not. 


The details by states of these republican 
convention votes as between those in- 
structed and those not instructed, have 
no genera} interest. There !s, however. 
deep interest in the democratic record 
as it stands to date. The latest advices 
from Florida indicate that five of the 
men who ran as Hearst delegates were 
successful in the primaries, where the 
vote was for delegates direct, and that 
five of those on the “uninstructed” tick- 
et won. In other words, that as between 
the two sets of delegates it was a dog- 
fall.

Otther men who are, by “the wie ones,” 
put in the dark horse class are Judge 
Gray, of Delaware; Senator Gorman, of 
Maryland: Mayor McClelland, of New 
York, and, latwerly, Colonel James Kil- 
bourne, of Ohio, Colonel Kilbourne was 
the democratic nominds for governor 
against Governor Bushnell and, out in 
the Buckcye State, js regarded a man to 
be locked upon with favor.

Att the same time ea great many demo 
enatic leaders are inclined to believe that 
Juige Gray possesses elements of 
strength which would make strongly for 
panty success He ts universally recog- 
nized as a man of high oharacter amd 
great ability; he is a man of large exs- 
perience in national affairs; he would 
have the absolute confidence of the Dus- 
iness imterests of the coumonry, he ®ould 
unquestionably be strong with ilaibor. 
Througm his connection with the arbitra- 
tion movement, he thas won the frbemd- 
ship of labor, not (by catering to it, Dut 
by demonstrating his ability to Judge dis 
putes between capital and labor with alb- 

lute fairness. 
a this connection, it is interesting to 
note that the nominating committee of 
the national civic federation hag agreed 
upon Judge Gray as the proper man to 
succeed the late Senator Hanna as pres- 
ident ofthat federation. At a recent 
meeting of the federation, the matter 
of filling the vacancy was given to a 
nomination committee composed of Bish- 
op Potter and President John Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers. This 
committee will, it is stated, recommend 
Judge Gray, but the election very prop- 
erly will be deferred until after the na- 
tional democratic convention at St. 
Louis. It Js understood htat this is at 
the instancé of Judge Gray, who doégs not 
want the federation to be put in the 
attitude of seeming in any way to ald 
in bringing him forward at this time. 

Of al) on this dark horse list, it ie 
probable that the name of Mayor Mc- 
Clellan, of New York, would create more 
enthusiasm tm the convention than that 
of any other man, The brilliant young 
chief executive of the great city has 
made such a splendid record in the try- 
ing post he holds that he has attracted 
the attention of the entire country and 
the democrats outside of New York, as 
well as those inside, are enthusiastic over 
him, 

it is hardly probable, however, that 
the St. Louis convention will be a body 
that can be stampeded in favor of any 
man. ‘The personnel of the various del- 
egations indicates that the convention 
as a whole will be a calmly deliberative 
body, and that it will go about the 
business of selecting the party's candi- 
dates in a calmly judicia] way. The 
nominee for president will be some man 
whom the conservative democrats of the 
country select because he is coOnserva- 
tive and because his nomination will 
make for a united party.

About the shortest and sweetest re- 
tirement from a political contest re- 
corded is that of Mayor Reed, of Kan- 
sas City, who, in withdrawing from the 
race for governor, says:

Mayor Reed has 
led the forlorm hope against District 
AttOrney Folk, whose prosecution of 
the St. Louis boodlers has won for him 
the support -of the vast majority of 
the democrats. of Missouri, turning down 
what has been known ag the oid ma- 
chine. ‘TNe possibility of Folk jooming 
up as a presidential candidate has been 
suggested, but -it is not taken very se- 
riously. He himself has gone on record 
as saying he would, under no circum- 
Stances, allow his name to be used.

HELD YESTERDAY 


Baplists at Nashville Refuse To 
Consider Diaz Matter, 


Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary at Louisville Submits Re- 


port and Arrangements Are 
Set on Foot To Baise a 
Large Sum of Money. 


Nashville, May 4.—The second day's 
session of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion opened at 8:30 this morning in the 
tabernacle, and the first hair hour was 
devoted to a service of song. The con- 
vention proceeded to business after the 
ngual devotional exercises and the first 
announcement was the appointment of a 
standing committee. 

An amendment to the constitution was 
proposed and it provides for the filling 
of vacancies in the list of state messen- 
wera. 

The convention refused to consider a 
communication from Rev. A. Diaz, of 
Cuba, asking for a committee on arbitra- 
tion to hear the old troubles which have 
existed in Havana for years. A resolu- 
tion to place the Cuban work in the 
hands of the foreign mission board was 
referred to a committee. 

The report of the visiting committee 
fo the Southern Baptist Theological sem- 
inary at Louisville was presented by A. 
S. J. Thomas, gf South Carolina. A 
comprehensive review of the conditions in 
each department was given, and it was 
shown that out of the 273 students 
are college bred. The mission spirit was 
reported to be thoroughly aroused among 
the student body. 

Wants $1,000,000 for Seminary. 

Mr. Thomas challenged attention to the 
tndowment fund, and said the church at 
large should not be satisfied until a per- 
ranent endowment of !,000,000 was rais- 
ed for the seminary. Professor Sampey 
and President Mullins spoke of the needs 
nf the institution, and Mr. Mullins said 
the sole source of revenue was the in- 
rome derived from invested funds and 
that this had been curtailed by reason of 
the reduction in interest rates. He said 
the seminary needed a new member of 
the faculty, and a Sunday school depart- 
ment was indispensable. Dr. Mullins said 
he would take a collection and announced 
Pwo $5,000 subscriptions “Zum gentle- 
-men in Massachusetts and Texas and said 
ihe student body had agreed to raise $6,- 
CoO for the twentieth century fund. 

Dr. Hatcher was asked to take the 
eollection and stated that the faculty had 
contributed $2,100 to the fund. 

Other subscriptions aggregating nearly 
$80,000. 

Cranfill-Hayden Case. 

a The trouble between Dr. J. B. Cranfill 
and Dr. S. A. Hayden oun the train ar 
Texarkana has aroused considerable in- 
terest and talk among the delegates, and 
both of them came in on the same train 
last evening, but occupied different 
eoaches. Dr. Cranfill did not attend the 
convention and returned to Texas this 
morning. He made a brief statement 
concerning the affair and said the re.

He deciared them to be false in 
every particular, and said he had been 
persecuted by Dr. Hayden and had al- 
ways been on the defensive. Dr. Hayden 
likewise declares .1ue published reports tu 
have been garbled and charges Dr. Cran- 
fill with their authorship. He states 
that he did mot know Dr. Canfill was in 
che lavatory until he heard Cranfill’s voice 
in a torrent of abuse and that as he 
turned around ne was confronted with a 
pistol which Cranfill had taken from his 
grip. Dr. Hayden states that he pressed 
€ranfill to the wall and succeeded in di- 
Vérting his aim, but that Cranfill put twu 
balls through the rof of the car before 
he we @leaarmed by passengers, who came

Mrs, Joho A Logan Succeeds 
as President, 


Miss Barton Leaves Position as Head 
of Great Relief Organization 
After Many Years of Faith- 
ful and Efficient 
Service. 


| Washington, May 14.—Miss Clara Bar- 
ton today resigned the presidency of 
the. American Red Cross and was suc- 
| ceeded iby Mrs. John A. Logan, who has 
heretofore occupied the office of vice pres- 
ident ef the association. 

The ceremony occurred at Mrs. Logan's 
residence and was participated in by Mise 
Barton, Mrs. Logan and members of the 
executive committee of the Red Cross. 

The resignation was acepted and in ad- 
dition to many individual expressions of 
regret the executive committee united 
in the following letter to Miss Barton: 

‘To Miss Clara Barton: The execu- 
tive committee of the American Red 
Cross hereby acknowledges reeeipt of 
your communication in which you tender 
your resignation.

ithe era of our civil war and later as the 


founder and the manager of the Amer- 
ican National Red Cross, relieving the dis- 
tress and sufferings of hundreds and 
thousands of our people on battle fields, 
in hospitals and in appalling disasters, 
can never be estimated by any meas- 
ure known to either finance or philan- 
thropye-a service in which you have de- 
voted your life to earnest, patriotic and 
strenuous effort with an unsgelfishness 
unexcelled in history of the human race, 
After a long Nfe of incessant toil ang 
care, bringing the Red Cross idea from 
Europe, planting it upon American soil, 
fostering it and building an organiza-

TO GIVE CONCERT AT THE GRAND

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HE coming concert at the Grand by 
students from Shorter. college, 
Rome, has been the occasion tor 
much discussion in Atlanta,.and Mrs, Tf. 
J. Simmons, dean of the coilege of music, 
recently explained the object of Lhe con- 
cert jin these words: 

“We are to give a concert at the Grand 
on Tuesday, May 1t7, and we expect to 
surprise Atlanta people with tue good 
showing that young coliege students can 
make. There are several objects in view, 
Qne is to bring Shorter prominently be- 
fore the peopie, and show the kind of 
work we are doing, to show the world 
that we have the true artiStic feeling 
about music. Another is to give the 
young ladies a chance {to appear before 
large audiences and@ thus to acquire the 
confidence in themselves that only such 
occasions can give.

“Atlanta is eur Georgia metropolis, and 
the Grand opera house is one of magnifi- 
cent proportions. It ig naturally, then, 
an event of great importance to the stu- 
dents to take part in a concert under 
such conditions. Those who are given 
the chance of going look upon it as a 
reward of merit.” , 

From the subject of the concert, Mrs. 
Simmons’ attention was directed to her 
own muSical attainment which has made 
the success of Shorter, and her descrip- 
tion of her studies in America and in 
Europe is most interesting, suggesting 
as it does appreciation and reminiscences 
of music as follows:

in piano playing. I studied pipe organ 
with George William Morgan and with 
Samuel P. Warren at Grace church. 
Later, I studied piano with S. B. Mills 
for a year. 

I remember my student days in New 
York as among my happiest, bubbling 
Over with enthusiasm as I] was for all 
branches of music, attending symphony 
concerts even as far back as those con- 
ducted By Walter Damrosch’'s father. lI 
wel] remember seeing little Walter get- 
ting his first experiences with the baton 
as his father would hand it to him fora 
moment’s rest and allow the ‘little fellow 
to have charge of the big orchestra. 
Those were also the early days of Theo- 
dore Thomas and his wonderful concerts, 
and the Academy of Music with Patti 
and Nielsson alternating. Not long after 
that Pauline Lucca and Minnie Hauck 
were stars at the Academy, soon, how- 
ever, to be followed by Campanini and 
HEtelka Gerster. I] would buy season 
tickets every year, and night after night 
listen to the beautiful music. 

“Then came ‘the opening of the Metra- 
politan opera house with Anton Seldl at 
the leader’s desk, having for his Soloists 
such artists at Niemen, Stritt, Lilli Leh- 
man, Marianne Brandt and a number of 
others. 

‘“T fee] that I grew up with New York 
musica] Hfe. If all of my terms of study 
in New York were added together they 
would make about eight years, so you 
may easily see that I have by no means 
studied excluSively abroad.” 

“What about your studying in foreign 
capitals?’’ 

“Well, I spend many of my summers 
in Europe, presumably for rest and 
study, though really I do very little rest- 
ing, for I feel that the opportunity for 
study is too good to miss. Twelve years 
ago I took a pilgrimage to Beyreuth itn 
the height of my Wagnerian enthusiasm 
to study German opera in the real Wage 
nerian atmosphere. The time was most 
profitably spent. There was Van Dyke’s 
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1i—Miss Eugenia 
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first appearance as Parsifal with Rosa 
Sucher as the great Isolde, who had com- 
pletely eclipsed all former players of this 
role 

“Most of my Buropean study was done 
in Paris. 1 ve been much interested 
in voice work for the past fifteen years, 
and Paris ig a great city for this vbranch 
of musica] art. I have sometimes taken 
as many as one hundred lessons from my 
old master, Delle-Sedie, there in one sea- 
son, which you may well imagine required 
a great deal of work.”’ 

“Do you believe in changing teachers 
and methods?’’ 

*““Not by any means, I always go back 
to the same teacher, though, of ¢ourse, 
i was careful in the beginning to select 
the best. [I intend to return to my old 
master every opportunity I have as long 
as he lives, for I believe he is the great- 
est living teacher.. 

“You were abroad last summer, were 
you not?’ 

“Yes, I went td Berlin last June to 
Study the role of Brunhilde with Lill! 
Lehman; please do not think, however, 
that I have any idea of going on the 
Stage. No, this role appeals to me very 
deeply, and I was anxious to get Leh- 
man’s ideas from her own lips, for I be- 
lieve her to be the greatest interpreter 
of the heroine of the Niebelun- 

en. On reaching Berlin, however, 

found that she wished to ex- 
tend her holiday several weeks, and so 
not being in a position to wait, I ap- 
plied for lessons from the German au- 
thority on style and finish, and at once 
plunged into repertoire. I learned three 
hundred songs, all the work of some half 
dozen composers—Peter Cornelius, Hil- 
dach, Rubenstein, Brahms and Richard 
Strauss.

IN THE STREET 
Fear of Steel Dividend Reduc- 
tion Unsettles Market 


Wew York Central’s Bonds Sold at 
Exceedingly Low Price, Also a 
Disturbing Element—Rail- 
roads Agree on Plan of 
Reducing Wages.

New York, May !4.—(Special.)—Having 
survived a poor government crop report 


| 


without a tremor and got used to gold 


exports on an unprecedented scale, Wall 
street was preparing to pull itself to- 
gether and take a more cheerful view 
of things, when another bugbear con- 
fronted it—namely, a flattening out in 
the steel trade, with fears that the 
United States Steel Corporation will be 
compelled to reduce the dividend on its 
preferreg stock. Should any great dull- 
ness develop in the steel trade there will, 
presumably, be no escaping such an out- 
come. The announcement that a great 
railroad like the New York Centra! had 
floated an issue of 4 per cent 30-year 
$30,000,000 debenture bonds considerably 
low par—the reported price to the un- 
derwriting syndicate being 95—also took 
away the breath of the financial com- 
muntty. The inferences that may be 
drawn from this action are certainly 
significant of a poor demand for bonds 
except at material concessions. The 
stock market sold off rather smartly as 
@ result of these developments. Under 
present conditions it must be admitted 
the bears rather have the better of the 
bulls, because of the indisposition of the 
Public to buy any kind of stocks. 

Much of the selling of United States 
Steel stock this week looked suspicious- 
ly like coming from the Rockefellers, who 
are now the leading factors in the man- 
agement of that company and who pre- 
sumably know already what they intend 
.to do about the next dividend on the 
preferred stock. The proportionate part 
of the preferred dividend during the last 
two quarters was not earned. The known 
policy of these financiers is not to pay 
dividends, unless earned. Will they stand 
by their record? That record has not 

generally been dictated by public in- 
terest, but frequently by persona) rea- 
song. It is easy to see how anybody’s 
hold on a property may be greatly tight- 
ened by adversity and when it is tho 
largest industrial concern in the world 
the motive may not be easy to interpret. 
It is generally believed here that there 
{s no personal consideration—no matter 
of being loaded up with securities—which 
would prévent the Rockefellers from 
taking such action on the next steel divi- 
dend as they think best. During sev- 
eral years, while managers of under- 
writing syndicates were ‘*boosting”’* 
stocks, financiers as a whole did nothing 
to hurt the market. They brought in- 
fluence to bear on railroad corporations 
to refrain from antagonizing t men, 
but to make any reasonable coh¢essions 
rather than have a strike. 

Shrinkage in Business. 

These times have gone by and the 
leading interests in Wall street are doing 
nothing to maintain unnatural conditions. 
All the securities that could be sold by 
the big people on the strength of past 
prosperous conditions have been disposed 
of. They will not try to get up another 
boom until the time is ripe and conditions 
change for the better How long the 
resting spell will last ig a matter or 
daily discussion in Wall street. Some 
think abundant crops will furnish the 
momentum, others that better times will 
begin after the next presidential elec- 
tion. Meanwhile, some predict further 
restriction of business operations. Other 
authorities say the shrinkage is confinea 
to particular localittes and that the 
country as a whole ts enjoying a good 
degree of prosperity, with slight decrease 
in business. But the fallinz off in rail- 
road traffic earnings in all parts of the 
country tells tts own story. Even the 
south shows less tonnage moving, but 
this condition may be purely temporary. 

Reduction in South. 

Two incidents of the week illustrate the 
setback in business which has occurred 
_ Since the spring crush ended. The ten- 
dency to overproduction of pig iron and 
the preparations of certain southern iron 
companies to reduce cost of production; 
_ secondly, the growing plethora of bitumi- 

nous coal and inability of many of the 
operators to make more than a nominal 
profit out of it. The stagnation in the 
eoTt coal trade in Pennsylvania is report- 
ed to have reached “such a stage that 
some of the Clearfield operators have 
been unable to sell it at the mines for 
60 cents a ton to Philadelphia manufac- 
turers, becatse the latter were closing 
down their plants for lack of orders—not 
needing the fuel at any price. At the 
price mentioned the operators were vir- 
tually giving the coal away—in fact, los- 
ing money—since the wages of the miner 
were more than 60 cents a ton, while 
a helper had to be paid. The above in- 
ago Was no caper = a ge but it 

many persons thinking. The beari 
on railroad traffic is vital. The Deane 
syivania, Baltimore and Ohio, Norfolk 
end Western and Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroads derive from 20 to 80 per cent 
of their freight tonnage from bituminous 
mines. Along side of this curtailment 
of orders for bituminous coal] and opinion 
of a director of a southern tron com- 
pany is worth considering because of its 
bearing on the tron situation as a whole 
rather than on the southern end of the 
ind - He wag quoted as saying: 

I think too much pig iron is being 
produced and unless there ts an early in- 
crease in consumption, production wil] 
have to be curtailed and prices reduced 
if the present halting attitude of con. 
sumers continues for any length of time. 
Our company is considering the question 
of reducing the cost of producing pig 
iron. That is the chief questton now. Wwe 
expect to get It down below the minimum 
heretofore established. The price of $9 75 
to $10 a ton for No. 2 southern fron 
would probably be shaded to $9.50 If an 
offer were made to take any consider- 
rble tonnage at rnat firure. Evidently 
it is necessary. if furnace operations are 
to be continued at a profit to the south- 
ern district. to effect a reduction of cost.”’ 

There was muc}. interest as to just how 
*he cost of pig fron is to be reduced 
ne who follows the southern iron situa. 
tion intimated that it did not involve any 
contest with labor fn the immediate fu- 
ture, although he thought there would 
he a readjustment of wages. among other 
things. if there is any continued depres- 
sion. 

In this connection !f is worth noting 
that the controlling interests in the 
Tinited States Steel Corporation have 
outlined a policv of wage reduction. al- 
though it ‘s not certain when it will be 
put Into effect. They sare prepared for @ 
struggle with the unions, when neces- 
sary, but advices from Pittsburg am. 
other centers indicate that the untons 
are averse to any contest at this time. 
This is @hown by the reported decision 
of President Shaffer. of the Amalgamated 
Agssoctation of Iron, Steel and Tift Work- 
ers not to oppose the open shop policy 
of the stee] trust. Should the association 
waive this point it is believed here it 
will be followed + greater aiscrimina- 
‘fon @gainst union shops as such, though 
rromises are made that no discrimination 
will be made against union men as iIn- 
dividuals. ° 

Stee] Trust To Assail Unionism. 

The feeling is growing here that the 
steel trust is on the point of dealing a 
crushing blow ts. unfonism and believes 
a dull period is the most fitting time 
to put its purpose into practice. “Will 
this be followed by leading railroats? 
The latter intend to reduce wages, fhe 
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Som, Tork Central has made 
way. It will thrust the knife deeper 
ff shrinkage or traffic requires it. Ac-’ 
cording to financiers who discussed the 
wage problem this week, it is not the in- 
tention to make the men suffer any hard- 
ehip, but mefely to ghare in necessary re- 
nchments, just as they reaped the ben- 
efits of prosperity. It i¢ hoped that few 
reductiong will nave, to be made. The 
setback in busin 
oceurred has been only moderate and 
imuprovement may occur a little jater. In 
any event the railroads will work in uni- 
son, just as they did when wages were 
advanced, inning several years «ago. 
Probably nobody knows better what is 
to come than the labor leaders. for they 


and they show few signs of fight. 
Debentures of Slew York Central Be- 
low Par. 

That New York Central should have to 
dispose of its 4 per cent debentures at 
95 to a syndicate (assuming that the 
reported price is correct) is indicative 
of a radical change in the bond market 
compared with what it wes when the 
company brought out its $160,000,000 3% 
per cent refunding bond issue in 1897 
and, besides issuing $59,495,396 to retirg 
$56,527,017 old bonds, disposed of $il,- 
362,179 later on to advantage to meet 
the general requirements of the company. 
Fifteen millions remained in the treasury 
applicable to improvements. At the time 
the issue was au ized it was expected 
these bonds would be used for terminal 
changes, such as are now being made in 
New York. But the company waited too 
long. Had it adopted the policy of the 
Pennsylvania in flooding the market with 
all the new securities it waquld absorb 
the remainder and the 3%s could have ben 
disposed of above par, The last sale of 
the general 3%s in the open market was 
around 99, but probably no_considerable 
number could be sold at at figure. 
Their course during the last four years 
is interesting. In {900 they. sold up to 
111%, then they gradually eased off as 
if treasury bonds were being marketed, 
the higbest in !90! being 110%, and the 
lowest 107%. In 1902 the highest was 
109%, lowest 104; in 1903 highest 104, 
lowest 95. 

New York Central debentures are a 
different proposition from the general 
refunding 3%s, although it seems strange 
that the former should rule so much 
lower, taking the yield on the invest- 
ment in to account. The old New York 
Central 4 per cent debentures during the 
laet four years touched a top price of 
103% in (901, sagging off to 99% in 1903. 
There have been no sales this year. The 
5 per cent debentures did not sell as 
high as the 3%s during the period men- 
tioned. That the debentures should show 
such a low record when New York Cen- 
tral stock went above !70 is rather in- 
explicable, seeing that the former is a 
lien ahead of the latter and the stock 
ean receive no dividends until] after the 
debenture interest is paid. The explana- 
tion probably is that debentures are not 
popular with the investor. He finds, on 
examination th if he buys a debenture 
bond he has about the same thing as an 
income issue, ‘‘payable if earned.”’ Yet, 
New York Central stock is selling much 
above par and the debenture bonds could 
continue receiving interest for a long 
time after dividends stop. Some claim 
that a debenture bond is far nrere than 
an income issue, and that it really cor- 
responds to a note. 

The change in railroad and investment 
conditions is fairly well illustrated by 
the great decline, in the price of New 
York Central stock, the last new issue of 
$16,912,900 having been taken by share- 
holders at 125. In view of, the reaction 
gince then the management apparently 
had its doubt about being able to. sell 
new stock at par now. It hopes, how- 
ever, conditions will improve later so 
that the $30,000,000 debentures may be 
retired with stock to advantage, One of 
the advantages of a debenture issue is 
the ability to call it in on short notice. 


THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May !4.—A growing 
clination to sell stocks has been re- 
flected in the week's deelining prices. 
A feeling of doubt and distrust over 
the general situation and outlook of 
business seems to have been responsi- 
ble for the pressure rather than any spe- 
cial developments. . The unprecedented 
volume of the gold export movement, 
however, has proved rather formidable 
to the feeling of tranquil assurance with 
which this influence has been regarded 
hitherto. Former records for a single 
shipment and for a week’s totals have 
gone by the board as a result of a §$9,- 
000,000 shipment and the $14,000,000 to- 
tal for the week and the former record 
for a full mOnth’s shipments is already 
approximated for May with the certain 
prospect of further large shipments dur- 
ing the remainder of the month. Mean- 
time the placing of $25,000,000 of the 
new Japanese loan, of $4,000,000 of the 
new Russian loan and the issue of $50,- 
000,000 of New Yo1-.- Central debenture 
bonds with notice of a refunding measure 
by the St. Louis and San Francisco and 
a stock issue by a subsidiary company 
of Pennsylvania mark the demanas of 
the corporations and public loans upon 
the money market. The doubt over the 
ultimate effect upon the money market 
is enhanced by the fact that the pleth- 
oric sUpply of money which incited this 
free loan expansion wag largely artifici 
and was not. working out according 
Calculations. The accumulation of 20 
ned cent of government deposits with 
anks of New York for the payment 
Was recOgnized as a temporary measure, 
but was prolonged expectation by the 
delays in the Panama canal transfer. 
The decision to’ make the canal pay- 
ment in Paris involved the prompt with- 
drawal of funds from New York for 
transfer to aPfis and the gold exports 
for this purpose are rapidly depleting 
the New York reserves. In addition, 
the decline in the government revenues 
has transformed the current supplies 
into a deficit for the fiscal year. It was

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BANK STATEMENT 


WAS UNFAVORABLE 


The Very Large Transacions of the 
Week Were Confusing. 


ERIE SHARES ACUTELY WEAK 


Had an Unsejtling Effect on the 
Market, Which Closed Irregu- 
lar and Generally~ Lower 
Than Friday’s Final 
Pigures. 


New York, May 14.--Prices of stgcks 
receded for a time today and then re- 
covered partly, closing irregular and gen- 
erally lower than lag night.

Today’s shipment of $5,000,- 
000 gold does not figure in the statement 
at ail, nor does the payment this morning 
of $2,191,000 by the subtreasury on ac- 
count of the Japanese gold which ar- 
rived at San Francisco yesterday. Also 
arrangements already made point to the 
shipment on Tuesday of $10,500,000 of 
gold and the limits of the gold mcvement 
do not seem to be yet in sight. Until 
Paris reiaxes Its demand for gold the 
movement does not seem likely to be 
checked.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, May 14.—Fhe New York 
Financier says: 

“The notable features of the official 
statement of the New York Asociated 
Banks last week were a new high recerd 
for loans and decrease in pubiic deposits, 
the latter caiefly due to the surrender 
of the government funds, which have 
been held in the depository banks since 
April 2, awaiting the disbursement of 
the Panama money. There was a further 
important decrease in cash holdings fol- 
lowing the heavy loss in the previous 
week, as the result of the exports of 
gold to Europe during the week. Loans 
were increased $7,898,600; partly because 
of corporation borrowings and of opera- 
tions incident,.to the negotiations of the 
New York city bonds in the previous 
week. The Japanese loan last week prob- 
ably contributed indirectly to the increase 
in this item. Specie decreased $12,476,400, 
representing the average of the withdraw 
als of $14,000,000 gold last. week and of 
the average of $9,000,000 taken on Fri- 
day for export on Saturday counted for 
only one-sixta of the amount. Legal ten- 
ders were increased $2,055,100, making 
the net loss of cash $10,421,300. General 
deposits showed a decrease of $2,097,400, 
while those of public funds were reduced 
$23,184,600 through surrenders to the 
treasury on account of the Panama pay- 
ment. The reserve requirements against 
general deposits were reduced $524,350, 
deducting which from the net loss of 
cash as above, left $9,896,950 as the de- 
crease in surplus reserve to $12,827,250. 
Computed upon deposits, less tnoseof 
$32,912,800 public funds, the surplus is 
$21,055,450. It may be observed that 
the statement was made on declining 
uverages for cash, the midweek ship- 
ment of $9,000,000 gold counting for but 
one-half, while that of $5,000,000 on 
Saturday, as above noted, was accounted 
for in the statement for July about &l,- 
666,000. The engagements of May !4 of 
$10,500,000 for shipment on Tuesday of 
the coming week will count in the aver- 
uges for the fuli amount, causing tae 
institutions to start the bank week, in- 
cluding the previous average losses, with 
an important decrease of gold, which 
will be only partially offset by the re- 
ceipt through transfer from San Fran- 
cisco of $2.250,000. 

There was a remarkably good balance 
shown by the statement, considesing the 
movements during the week, the sum of 
the loss of cash less the gain in loans 
being only $425,300 greater than the de- 
crease in general deposits. The average 
daily clearings for the week were $19 
000.000, or $22,000,000 less than in the 
previous week. Comparisons of loans 
show that six nks gained $8,000,000 
net.

REPORT 1S READY 
FOR OOD FELLOWS 


Grand Master, J, A Hynds, of At- 
ianta, Writes His Report 


{t Contains Suggestions and Recom- 
mendations That Will Be Read 
with Much Interest by All 
of the 19,000 Mem- 
bers in Georgia. 


The report of Grand Master J. A, 
@ynds, of Atlanta, to the grand lodge 
of Georgia, Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows. has been prepared and will be 
submitted during the meeting of the 
grand lodge that is to be heid in Val- 
dosta on May 25 and 26. The encamp- 
ment will meet in Valdosta on May 24 
and the Rebekahs will meet at the same 


place on May 285. 

Grand Master Hynds has had a par- 
ticularly interesting and successful ad- 
ministration. He has instituted more 
lodges than have been taken into the 
order during any previous administra- 
greatest gain in 
membership that Odd Fellowship has ever 
known in Georgia has taken place during 
the past twelve months, 

In telling of the condftton of the order 
in Georgia Grand Master Hynds says: 

“Fifty new Yodges and more than 5,000 
new members were admitted during the 
year. In that short you have 
a full history of the work that has been 
done. It needs no strained phrases to 
picture the marvelous activity and en- 
thusiasm that is abroad in the state, 
but with the logic of facts and the 
eloquence of figures we present a record 
that must challenge the admiration of 
the public and win applause from all 
good men who are interested in the 
growth of the great principles of brother- 
hood. 

“There are over 
in Georgia. MFBifteen 
been invaded during 
lodge year, as follows: 
Coffee, Jasper, Upson, Dooley, 
Union, Towns, Liberty Appling, 
Screven, Jefferson, Iyette and 
houn.”’ 

The grand master commends the 
tiring efforts’’ of J. S. Silva, who was 
state organizer during the first few 
months of his administration, but who 
He also 
praises W. R. Thompson, of Jesup, and 
declares kim té be ‘“‘the best state or- 
ganizer we have ever had,’ and recom- 
mends that he be continued in office dur- 
ing the next administration. 

Regarding the proposition to found an 
orphans’ home for Odd Fellowship in 
Georgia, Grand Master Hynds says: 

“In accordance with the direction of 
the grand lodge, as expressed in th* 
resolution of Brother C. H. Brand, past 
grand master, I caused to be furnished 
to each subordinate lodge a copy of the 
resolution relative to the orphans home, 
and a detailed statement of the replies 
will be found in the report of the grand 
wecretary. It is sufficient for me to say 
that only forty-eight lodges were heard 
from and they reported only four or- 
phans who would likely become inmates 
of such a home. It is apparent that 
there is no general desire or demand for 
a home in Georgia at present, but I 
¢rust that the movement will be kept 
allve in some way.” 

Grand Master Hynds states that after 
the Gainesville disaster he issued a cir- 
cular letter to the subordinate lodges of 
the state asking for aid for the sufferers. 
In. a few days. $1.561.32 had been re- 
ceived -from the lodges and it was sed 
for the relief of twenty-sever destitute 
Odd Fellows by a committee composed 
of Grand Warden T. H. Robertson, J. 8. 
Allen, past grand patriach; B. G. Parks 
and D. G. Bickers. A balance of $219.10 
remained, which is being held by 
D. G. Bickers. 

The grand master makes several recom- 
mendations. Among them is the sug- 
gestion that a first prize of $200 and a 
second prize of $100 be offered for the 
best exhibitions by degree teams during 
the 1905 session of the grand lodge. 
He also recommends that the state or- 
ganizer or instructor visit the various 
lodges of Georgia for the purpose of 
perfecting them in the secret work. 

Grand Master Hynds concludes his re- 
port by declaring that no men or set of 
men can claim the credit for the spiendid 
work that has been done in Georgia 
during the past twelve months. He pub- 
lically. commends the grand treasurer 
and .the grand secretary. however, for 
what they have done. His report con- 
cludes as follows: 

“And now, with mingled feelings 
relief and regret, as one who nas 
finished a labor of love, surrender the 
jewel and. insignia of the office of grand 
master and take my place once again 
in the ranks. There you will always 
find me, fighting the baitles of Odd Fel- 
lowship, so long as J] have a heart that 
yearns for human companionship and is 
responsive to the cry of human distress.”

“A Dandy” of An Executioner. 

“When the Samson family died out, a 
carpenter, named Heinrich, was appoint- 
ed M. de Paris,”’ continued Deibler. ‘“‘He 
was a romantic fellow, of gentlemanly 
appearance, and a moralist. Primed with 
mantle and top-boots novels, he tried to 
persuade the government to give him 
leave to wear a blood-red coat and deal 
death with a two-handed sword or ax, 
instead of machinery, but did not carry 
his point. Here is a description of the 
way he did officiate at the block. Al- 
ways wore evening dress, white necktie 
and ditto gloves. Stared at the onlookers 
with an unmistakable mien of cantempt 
shot a piteous glance at the victim and 
a feroctous one at the guillotine, Then 
stepping to the edge of the tribune, he 
slowly pulled off his gloves and threw, 
them {nto the face of some gamin below. 
This to show that he meant to wash his 
hands of the whole business. 

‘‘These mannerisms growing on him, he 
finally regarded himself as a sort of 
high priest of the judiciary. As such he 
considered that he must live in single 
state, and so it came to pass that there 
is no Heindrichs dynasty. ‘ 

“Upon the dandy executioner’s demise 
his assistants applied for the place, claim- 
ing that they could act as well as their 
late master, but the municipality had 
enough of Coquelins of the block and ap- 
pointed a business executioner, Paul 
Koch, who was content to do his duty, 
no more, no 1ess. 


“Koch, too, died without offspring, be- 


ing childless. He might have faced the 
situation I find myself in with equanimity 
perhaps,’’ concluded M. Deibler, ‘‘but, as 
pointed out, I am a man of family, and 
can’t afford to sit still and see the capital 
of France slip away from his jurisdiction.

THENS and Clarke county, chiefly 
noted as the location of the State 
university and Lacy Cobb institute, 


A 


are centers of commercial importance, « 


as well as educational and social ad- 
vantages, and are now passing through 
a period of development remarkable for 
both the diversity of enterprise and the 
amount of investments involved. Whether 
it be due to the work of the colleges, to 


inherited instincts or to both, Athens 


is making rapid and notable progress 
commercially and indugtrially, and 
the citizens confidently expect the 
census of 1910 to give their city a popu- 
lation of 20,000 or more. Even now the 
inhabitants speak with pride of the 
town’s 12,000 people, its 20 miles of 
electric railway tracks, its magnificent 
colonial homes and its annual business 
of $20,000,000. It is fitting that the 
educational center of the state should 


breed a spirit of progress that gives 
denial to the belief of some that the 
strong men are not found in the pulpit 
nor engaged in the educational work 
of the country. 


Trading Center for Several Counties. 


Athens is the trading center for several 
counties and her bustmess houses are 
progressive. They'!believe the mails were 
made to use and are always busy sending 
out dirc@lars, letters and advertising 
matter over the terrftory to which their 
trade has extended. Some of the results 
by this means of reaching the people has 
made it possible for the foue banks of 
the town to carry deposits of $800,000 
and the receipts of the cotton ware 
houses to exceed 160,000 bales annually. 
The city thas provided itself with a gas 
and electric lighting plant, paid fire de- 
partment, splendid systeen of water works 
and sewerage end has besides five cotton 
mills (in the city and county) knitting 
mill, cotton seed ofl mill, two founderies, 
two sash, door and blind factories, Ice 
plant, $100,000 fertilizer plant, a wagon 
and buggy factory, flour and grist mill, 
a belt and leather manufacturing com- 
pany with a capital of $100,000, and an 
insurance company whose annual bus!- 
ness exceeds $2,000,000. 


First Cotton Mill South. 


The city of Athens and the county 
of Clarke in which tt:is situated have 
always been noted as pioneers in the 
line of manufacturing enterprises. In 
the year 1827 Augustin 8. Clayton, 
Thomas Moore, Asbury Hull, James 
Johnson and W. A. Carr built the Geor- 
gia factory. This was the first cotton 
factory south of the Potomac river, one 
of the first In the United’ States and one 
of the first in the world. 

In 1833 John White took:«charge of th's 
factory as superintendent. He _ subse- 
quently acquired the entire property an4 
his descendants own it today. This fac- 
tory has always prospered on account 
of its splendid management and is today 
one of the most prosperous cotton mills 
{n the south. It has never scaled a debt, 
has been in continuous operation since 
it was first built. with the exception 
of the time required to rebuild it after 
it was destroved by fire and has never 
failed to declare a dividend. It is now 
operated under the direction of John R. 
White, a descendant of the first super- 
intendent of the mill. 


Average Price of Lands. 


Clarke county produces very little cot- 
ten because her farmers find it more 
profitable to rajse grain, fruit, vegeta- 
bled and melons.” According to the cen- 
sus report of 1900, there were 3,532 
bales of cotton ginned In the entire coun, 
ty, notwithstanding the fact that Athens 
receives annually about 100,000 bales in 
her ware houses from other counties, 
This shows her broad territory for trfide. 

The value of the fruits of Clarke coun- 
ty annually has been estimated to be 
$10(000, while the truck and garden 
products would exceed $100,000. There 
was in 1900 a production of 13,12! bush- 
els of Irish potatoes, 42.000 bushels of 
sweet potatoes, 380,142 gallons of milk, 
133,014 pounds of butter and over 100,- 
000 dozen of eggs. 


Strong Red Clay Soil. 


The soil is a strong red clay, ex- 
ceedingly fertile and greatly retentive of 
fertilizers. Under the present intelli- 
gent cultivation of the lands all the 
staple crops do as well as fruits and 
vegetables, though the latter makes bet- 
ter returns. This fact can be better ap- 
preciated by considering the uses to 
which the soils are put in other sections 
and __—ittheir value as compared with 
Clarke's. 

By the comptroller general’s repdrt to 
the genera] assembly, there are 101,760 
acres of land in the county, 70,016 of 
which are improved. The average value 
of ‘the improved land is placed at $10.37, 
By the same authority the average price 
of lands in Burke county (said to be 
the most fertile section of the state) is 
only $2.53, or nearly 500 per cent less 
valyable than the farming lands of 
Clarke county. There are but four coun- 
ties in the sta'tte—Fulton, Chatham, Rich- 
mond and Bibb—with better land values 
than Clarke. The merchantable value of 
the improved lands of Muscogee coun- 
tv are nearly 300 per cent less than 
Clarke’s, 

The population of Clarke county in 
1900 was 17,708; of Muscogee, 29,918. 
About 70 per cent of the lands of the 
latter are devoted to cotton, while only 
20 per cent of the former ts given to the 
growth of the fleecy staple. Two con- 
ditions are drawn plainly in th compar- 
json. First, Muscogee has nearly double 
the population of Clarke, which should 
erhance the value of her real estate over 
a section of less inhabitants, yet the 
contrary is true.

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given up to cotton growing, the latter 
grows comparatively none. 


Extensive Road Improvements. 


Another condition that has tended to 
increase the price of lands is the im- 
provement of the country roads. Al- 
ready within the county there are 60 
miles of paved or cherted road and 
within the last few months bonds to the 
amount of $100,000 to be used exclusively 
for road improvements have been voted 
in by the people. These bonds were suld 
in Athens in April at $1.02% face value, 
and $100,000 thus raised will be used 
at once, beginning July !, in further im- 
proving the rural public highways. This 
will give Clarke county the best country 
roads in the south, if not In the United 
States. 


Peculiar Historical Facts. 


One cannot visit Athens without feel- 
ing that strange, peculiar sensation that 
caused the remark, *‘‘Men wil] cross the 
seas, risk their lives and overcome seem- 
ingly unsurmountable obstacles to place 
their hands where great men sat.’’ There 
is a charm about the old building of 'the 
State university, the Cobb and Grady 
mansions and the lawns and yards of the 
Classic City that causes one to feel he is 
treading for the first or last time on 
‘hallowed ground.” The walls of the 
buildings and the streets of ‘the town 
may not resound with the flery eloquence 
of a Hill. or a Grady. or a Stephens, 
but the greatness of the men left an 
impression as eternal as the soul that 
made them immortal, 


Two Oaks and a Willow. 


From a contemplation of the noble life 
of the Cobbs, Hills, Stephens and Gray, 
other thoughts such as a tree that owns 
itself, the ‘“‘Toombs Oak” and the “Na- 
poleon Willow,” there are to engage the 
attention and shift the mental scenes. 
“The tree that owns itself’’ sprang into 
prominence, like a king, by having great- 
ness thrust upon it, for it has no great 
beauty or symmetry or oddity, nor does 
it serve any useful purpose except to 
shade a small bare patch underneath its 
boughs; not unlike othe. trees surround- 
ing, except that it has age and is well 
worn. In the early days of the last cen- 
tury, there lived in Athens William Jack- 
son, father of the late Chief Justice Jack- 
\son, of the supreme court. He had rested 
many pleasant hours underneath a vener- 
able oak in his yard, and as he grew older 
his affection for the tree increased to 
such extent that he decided to deed the 
land upon which it stood to the tree 
itself. 

That deed was never recorded, but the 
original reads as follows: 

“For and in consideration of the great 
love I bear said tree (giving its location), 
and a great desire that said tree be pro- 
tected for all time, I convey to saif®oak 
tree entire possession of itself and all 
land within 8 feet of it on all sides."’ 

The ‘Toombs’ oak stands upon the 
college campus. It is about 200 years old, 
and except the decay it has suffered 
from the progress of time @nd the strokes 
of lightning from the sky, it is wonder- 
fuliy well preserved. Tradition says that 
under this tree General Robert Toombs 
when a college boy once made a famous 
speech, He had been denied the privilege 
of delivering his junior oration on the 
chapel stage on account of some matter 
of discipline, and determined to speak 
in spite of the stern mandate of the unl- 
versity authorities. He made his speech 
under the spreading boughs of the giant 
oak tree, and it is said that nearly all 
the people in the chapel came out to hear 
his impassioned burst of oratory. 

The numerous willow trees in the city 
of Athens are the offspring of a willow 
sprig that was taken from the grave of 
Emperor Napoleon at St. Helena. The 
sprig in question was presented to Dr. 
Henry Jackson, a member of_the Amer- 
ican Tegation at Paris, who sent it to 
the University of Georgia. It was plant- 
ed in what was then the botanical gar- 
den of the university, and grew to bea 
large and stately tree, from which the 
other willows of the town. were trans- 
planted.

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history. ‘‘These incidents,’’ he continued, 
‘fare like a burglar entering an officer's 
home and stealing his accoutrements; but 
they are true. Our fire department, when 
it was on a voluntary basis, was com- 
pletely destroyed, and ‘before it could be 
reequipped the water works plant was 
burned to ashes. The two events follow- 
ing one upon the other was the beginning 
of the establishment of our present well- 
equipped fire department and water 
works, and if you say that Athens has 
one of the best fire departments in the 
state outside of Atlanta, the facts will 
not be exaggerated at all.”’ 

Dead Man’s Evidence Convicts As- 

sassin. 

Mr. Reed is well versed on all the cur- 
rent events of his town by reason of the 
news appearing in his paper, and the eye 
and ear possessed by him for news, and 
his files are full of memorable happen- 
ings of the recent past. 

‘Would you believe me,”’ he sald, “were 
I to tell you that in Athens recent his- 
tory is one of the most peculiar stories 
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in the world? Well, listen. Our courts 
here once convicted a murderer on the 
evidence of The man he murdered. You 


don't understand that? 
“Well, it all happened tn ths way: 


Two well-to-do farmers residing near 
the citv fell. out over a false report cir- 
culated about the wife of one of the men. 
Mr. A. was killed on the streets by Mr. 
B. as a result. Ten days later A’s will 
was opened and in it was a sworn state- 
ment signed and subscribed to by six 
of the most prominent men of the county 
to the effect that he (A) would be killed 
by B without any provocation, that every 
attempt to satisfactorily settle the dif- 
ferences had been refused by B and that 
the killing would occur in a week 
become one of the most brutal murders 
ever perpetrated in the county. All that 
was prophetic in the statement !s now 
history. The murderer was arrested, 
convicted, and after due process of law 
was hanged by the neck until dead.”’ 


Reminiscences of Early Records. 

The court records of Athens and Clarke 
county are full of the early reminiscences 
of the settlement of the county and are 
interesting to us now as a contrast be- 
tween our civilization at that time and a 
hundred years since. 

At the first session of Clarke superior 
court, held March, 1802, at the home of 
Isaac Hill, a relative of Benjamin* H. 
Hill, the grand jury returneli the fol- 
lowing presentments: 

‘“!. We the grand jurors find on due 
inquiry that the court have entered into 
all due means necessary for laying out 
and clearing the pblic roads that the 
nature of the case will admit of, the 
county being new, etc. 

2. We also present Micajah Beng¢, 
Esquire, for profane swearing on the 
lith day of September, 1802, at Captain 
William Wortham’s on Esquire McAlIpin’'s 
court day. Also for profanely cursing 
the juries of the said justice's court, also 
for bidding his “Maker damn the legisla- 
ture for passing a law that the verdict 
of any damned fool jury of a justice court 
should be final and decisive and also for 
wishing God to damn the world and also 
for abusing a professor of religion, one 
of the aforesaid abused jury. 

“3. We also present it a grievance 
that the said Micajah Benge or any 
such characters should be in the com- 
mission of the peace. 

“4. We also present William Harris 
for profane swearing in the court yard 
this day. 

“5. We also present Uriah Umphries 
for wilfully living in adultery. 

“6. We present Talbot Arthor *for 
profane swearing on this day. \

Comprehensive Historical Sketch. 


Clarke county was laid out from Jack- 
son in !80!. In 1802 a part was taken 
from Greene. Subsequently a part was 
set off to Madison in !I8I!1 and in 1813 
a part was given to Oglethorpe. This 
made the county small, but still another 
part of it was taken to help form the 
new county of Oconee and later still 
another part was given back to Madison 
county. At present it is bounded by 
Madison on the north, by Oglethorpe and 
Madison on the east, Oconee on the 
south and west and by Jackson on the 
northwest. 

This county was named in honor of 
General Elijah Clarke, the ‘‘Marion of 
Georgia’ in the Revolutionary war. Its 
‘history is frought with interest in the 
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location of the State university within 
its bounds. 

For more than half a eentury the his- 
tory of the university is the history of 
Georgia. The prosperity of the one was 
the growth of the other, and many of 
those who afterwards illustrated the state 
in peace and in war received their trafn- 
ing here during this period and under 
the organization of the State university. 

In July, 1862, the congress of the 
United States granted to each of the 
states a munificient donation of publis 
lands for the purpose of establishing a 
college in which science and its applica- 
tion of agriculture and the mecnanic arts 
should be taught. The funds arfsing 
from the sales of Georgia’s quota of the 
land scrip were transferred to the trus- 
tees of the university by the state and 
the trustees on May |, 1872. established 
and ovnened the Georgia State School 
of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts at 
Athens. 

In October, 1872, the -trustees entered 


into a contract with the local trustees of 
| the North Georgia Agricultural college, 
situated at Dahlonega, by which this in- 
stitution ‘became a department of the 
state university. Im July, 1I&735, by ar- 
rangement with ehabtooel trustees of the 
Georgia Medical college (founded in 1829), 
at Augusta, this institution became the 
medical Gepartment of the state univer- 
sity. 

In August, 1867, 
school, at Athens (incorporated 
was merged into and became the law 
department of the state university. 

The constitution of Georgia (adopted 
1877) permitting the appropriation of 
public funds to education other than “the 
elementary branches of an English eau- 
cation’’ to the state university only, the 
following institutions have peen estab- 
lished by legislative enactments as de- 
partments or “branches” of the _ state 
university and unucr general control of 
its board of trustees, and each is main- 
‘tained in whole or in part by annual ap- 
propriations from the state treasury. 
The Georgia School of Technology, at 
Atlanta, established 1885; the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial Schoo] for Girls 
at Milledgeville, established 1889; he 
Georgia Industria] College for Colored 
Youths, near Savannah, established 1890; 
the State Normal school, near Athens, 
established 1895, 

Thus the “foundation of the fathers,”’ 
a simple college with a close curriculum, 
has grown to be a complex university, 
planned upon a broad and philosophic 
system, where literature and science are 
taught, liberal and technica] education

‘supplied and elementary and preparatory 
training provided for in the numefous 
schools: and departments comprising the 
organization now known as the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Lucy Cobb Institute. 

Beside ithe state university, its normal 
department and an excellent system of 
public schools, Athens is also the location 
of the wel} known Lucy Cobb institute. 
The forty-sixth annual session of this, 
the most representative of southern col- 
leges for women, will close on Wednes- 
day, June 2, 1904, and the reports. from 
the various departments will show the 
closing session to have been one of the 
most interesting {fn the history of the 
college. The attendance from. almost all 
sections of the south has shown a mark- 
ed increase over previous years, and the 
enthusiasm and interest. displayed by 
both teachers and students encourages 
the hope that the future sessions of the 
schoo] will be distinguished by that rare 
excellence of work that has-made it so 
signally successful in the past. The ses- 
sion of 1904-1905 wil] open Wednesday, 
September 7, 1904. 

Lucy Cobb History. 


Lucy Cobb institute was established by 
General Thomas R. R. Cobb nearly fifty 
years ago in honor of whose daughter it 
gets its name. 

The school, from its beginning, became 
popular, and wag then, as it is now, 
patronized by the best families through- 
out the south. Even during «the war 
tetween *he states, when business. was 
interrupted, railroad communication de- 
Stroyed, fortunes threatened, this schroj 
was full. Duri@ its history of forty- 
five years there have been three gen_le- 
men presidents and four lady principals 
to preside at separate times over its in- 
terests and affairs. R. M. Wright was 
in charge from 1859-1860: W. H. Muller, 
1860-1862; Madame S. Sosnowski, 1862. 
1869; Rev. Mr. Jacobs, 1869-1870: Mrs. 
A. E. Wright, 1870-187@: Myra, A. 2. 
Wright and Rev. P. A. Heard, associate 
principals, 1873-1880. For the past twen- 
ty-seven years Lucy Cobb has been. yn- 
der the management of Miss M. Ruther- 
ford and Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, nieces 
of General T. R, R. Cobb, the founder, 
and, what seems something of a coinci- 
dence, the daughters of the mother whose 
article on “The Education of Our Girls’’ 
first attracted the notice of General Cobb 
and inspired him to establish the 
lege. 

The article referred to appeared in The 
Athens Watchman, 1857, and called at- 
tention to the fact that the state pro- 
vided at Athens every advantage of cul- 
ture and education for the boys, but had 
made no provision for it pro- 
ceede@® to show that woman had receiv- 
ed from her Creator ‘the ‘same intel- 
lectual constitution as man, and had 
the same right as man to intellectual 
culture and development.” The arti- 
cle was signed ‘‘Mother,” and it was a 
most earnest plea for equal advantages 
of education to both girls and boys, ‘Tt 
caught the quick eye of General T. R. 
R. Cobb, at that time one of the leading 
lawyers and most progressive men of the 
town. He had _ several] intelligent and 
promising young -daughters, and he at 
Once realized the necessity of providing 
Such a school in the:town as would ob- 
viate the necessity of sending girls out 
of the state to be educated. No sooner 
did he see that a thing ought to be done 
than he went to work to do it. Being a 
leader in almost every worthy enter- 
prise of the town, he soon succeeded tn 
raising « sufficient amount of monef¢ to 
purchase the land and to have erected the 
present school building. He believed that 
everything that was worth doing was 
worth doing well; so the building was 
designed and erect@d in the very best 
way. After its completion the equip- 
ment was the very best that could be 
secured. The parlors, bed rooms, school 

halls, and table appointments were all 
furnished in the most comfortable and 
attractive manner. 


Seney-Stovall Chapel. 

Year after year the curriculum of the 
institute has been advanced, until at 
present it is abreast with the leading 
colleges for young women in the land, 
Within the last few years a beautiful 
additién to the school has been made, 
the Seney-Stovall chapel, a gift from Mr. 
George I, Seney, of New York. For 
beauty, taste and elegance it is, per- 
haps, unexcelled by any other school 
chapel in the south. It is most admira- 
bly adapted to all commencement exer- 
eises and entertainments. When the 
building was completed Mr. Seney placed 
in it a large pipe organ, made by Hook 
& Hastings. 

The &chool is without endowment, but 
the present principal is laboring to secure 
an educational fund which will enable 
her to throw open the doors to deserving 
and ambitious young women, loans to be 
advanced to them to meet the needs of 
their educailon on condition that when 
they become self-supporting those funds 
are to be returned and again appropriat- 
ed io other young women under the same 
conditions. Thus the edugatfonal fund will 
become a constant benediction.

Invitation to Southern Baptists. 

Pastors and laymen from each church 
fin St. Louis formally voted to invite 
the Southern Baptist convention and the 
northern Baptist societies to meet to- 
gether in St. Louis in 1905.

Nashville Presbytery Overture. 

The itmpression which has gone out 
concerning Nashville Presbytery’s over- 
, ture to the assembly touching union with 
other bodies appears to be wrong. From 
a source of very high authority the in- 
formation comes that the overture was 
intended to be distinctly anti-organic 
union with any body of Christians. It 
asked of the assembly three things: (1) 
That the Cumberland church be assured 
that no discourtesy was meant in reply- 
Ing to their telegram by mail.

Church Union. 

Three of the Christian denominations 
of América are this spring bringing to 
a conclusion a plan of union, the Con- 
gregationalists, Methodist Protestants 
and United Brethren. A general council 
of these bodies is proposed for confer- 
ence. The difficulties appafent are in 
church polity, rather than in doctrine. 
Evangélical, they are broad-church, if 
rot latitudinarian in doctrine, ang can 
probably get together in this regard: How 
to accommodate the independency of the 
churches with the bonds of an episcopal 
authority is the serious question. 

Whatever becomes of the proposed un- 
ion of the Cumberland Presbyterian with 
the Presbyterian Church in the North, 
another union seems to be quite probable. 
‘The Northetn Presbyférian and the Re- 
formed Presbyterian church have beén 
1egotiating, and their committecs have 


had frequent meetings: It is* reported 


that they have agreéd upon a basis of 
union, which will be submitted to the 
general assembly at Buffalo, and to the 
gereral synod of the Reformed Presby- 
terian church, which meets. at Mariana, 
Ill, They have the same Confession of 
Faith and Catechism, -and the Reformed 
Presbyterians can continue their singing 
of the Scotch version of the Psalms. 


Architecture of Churches. 


Taken as a whole, church edifices are 
poorly planned and the plans are porrly 
executed. Causes for such a condition of 
affairs are not difficult to discover. As a 
rule, churches have a comparatively 
small amount of money to invest in their 
houses of worship. Accordingly the aver- 
age, economical, matter-of-fact building 
committee sacrifices all ‘“‘frilis’’ and pro- 
duces a plan which too often is little 
more than a shelter for worshipers, fur- 
nishing the largest amount of auditorium 
and other rooms for thé least expendi- 
ture of money and brain power. Too 
often cheap architects afte employed. The 
result of attempts at economy is seen in 
buildings which are without dignity, or 
impressiveness, having few indicatiots of 
ecclésiastical uses, the accoustics of 
which are often faulty, the interior decor- 
ations ludicrous and.in poor taste, whose 
entranes and stairways are often a 
menace to life, and vefitilation, save by 
opening windows, sSmething unprovided 
for. | 

We are giad to notice that recently the 
Architectural League of Chicago, one of 
the must notable bodies of architects in 
the country, gave an entire evening to 
the discussion of church afchitecture and 
decoration. Prominent architects and 
artists took part in the dfscussion of the 
evening. There was an alarming amount 
of discouraging testimony delivered. 
Strangely enough, not only did the archi- 
tects agree that prevailing architecture Is 
egregiously bad, but some of them were 
so hopeless as to S@e no evidences of 
vitality in religion which made good 
architecture possible. It is neédless to 
say that the architects who can find no 
spiritual vitality in religion of these days 
could not have studied their subject very 
thoroughly. It is by such discussions and 
agitations, however, that a dominantly 
good ecclesiastical type of: architecture 


\for this country shall be secured. 
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VIEWS OF RELIGIOUS PRESS. 


Do Foreign Missions PayP 

In answer to this question it is worth 
while now and then to put the financial 
aspect of misson work before the mind. 
That there are other phases to the en- 
terprise goes without saying; and many 
of the readers would agree with us in 
deciaring that the religious element in 
the work done would alone more than 
justify it—indeed, that that is the essen- 
tial factor and product. But in this age 
of commercialism it is well to view things 
once in a while as they appear from 
the standpoint of the market place, and 
@sk whether it can be shown that the 
extension of foreign missions affords a 
monetary return for the outlay—whether 
it pays in a financial sense to convert a 
heathen tribe to accept the gospel and 
turn to Chrfstian ways of living. 

The Fiji islands may be taken as an 
example in a small way. For ages before 
the Wesleyans went there in 1835 to lay 
the foundations of their missionary labors 
the islanders were oannibals, given to 
infanticide and nameless forms of cruel- 
ty. They were without family life, with- 
out cofumerse or law, and were perpetual- 
ly at war with other tribes as degraded 
as themselves, Today the 120,000 people 
of the islands, without an army or a 
police force, are kept in order by a body 
of one hundréd members of the native 
constabulary; there are 2,000. schools, 
with 35,000 pupils; 4,500 class leaders, 
over 2,000 local preachers, and the popu- 
lation is substantially all in the chtirch. 
The Sabbath is as well kept, and wor- 
ship is as well attended, and life is as 
safe, and comforts are as free, as In any 
land on earth. But the financial aspects 
are what we are after. Is there any vis- 
ible and tangible financial return from 
these years of missionary endeavor? 

The actual cost of these missionary 
operations may be reckoned at not over 
$20,000 per year from the beginning. 
Let us concede that up to the close of 
the recent century a gross sum of $l,- 
300,000 was spent by the Wesleyan body 
in that field to establish schools, buiid 
churenes, sustain missionaries, and for 
ali other evangelistic purposes. Is there 
aay actual monet&ry retuyh from it 
alf% 

Suming up the case, we reply that 
the commerce of the islands amounts 
te 5,000,000 a year, $3,000,000 of which 
Consist of fruits and manufactures ex- 
ported from the islands, and the sum 
of $2,000,000 expressing the value of 
the goods and wares of civilzation re- 
quired by them annually. Here is a 
definite and actual contribution to the 
commerce Of the world which is the 
direct creation of the missionaries. 
Without the work which they did in 
the conversion of the Fijis from their 
savagery, not a dollar’s worth of goods 
would have .beén bought or s0ld in that 
région by the civilized world. Did it 
pay to create these new markets, and tu 
establish commerciaj relations with the 
Fiji islands? The figures answer the 
question without further comment or in- 
terpretation, 

Take another case, nearer home. The 
new territory of Hawaii affords a good 
illustration. When American mussion- 


\ 


aries went thither in 1820, they found 
the people without a written language, 
without orderly life, under the reign of 
the “tabu” terror and superstition, given 
to idolatry and occasional cannibalism. 
Today the works of reference ail.say 
that the natives are nearly all .Chris- 
tianized, and that whatever vice and 
idolatry prevail there are practiced. by 
people from Other lands. The mission- 
aries have been foremost in the move- 
ment to build up the islands into a new 
life. Within the first half decade of 
their residence in the region they gave to 
the people a written language and the 
beginnings of a Christian literature. 
Thirty years after their arrival. the 
native Christians formed a missionary 
society and sent workers to the Micron- 
esian islands with the Gospel. Unless 
this preliminary work had been done, the 
islands could never have come into the 
United States. Hawaii is a_ territory 
today simply because the work of for- 
eign missionaries laid the fougdations of 
civilization among the people and pre- 
pared and, educated them so that they 


| were in due time fit for American citi- 


zenship. 

And now comes in the inevitable ques- 
tion: What did it cost to do all this? 
Did it pay? : so 

The average amount paid out by the 
American board for the first fifty years 
in the history of its mission in the islands 
Was close upon $25,000 per year. It may 
be questioned whether that average was 
maintained after the missions became 
self-supporting; but conceding that this 
figure represents the sum of the annual 
expenditures, we may say that it cost 
about $2,060,000 to convert the Sand- 
wich islanders. What financial return 
has been realized in view of that’ out- 
lay? 

Take one year's figures, and let them 
suffice. The commerce of the islands for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, ag- 
gregate a little over $40,000,000. Taking 
ithe round figures alone for the purpose 
of the moment, the fact is that Hawaii 
sent into this country in that year over 
$26,000,000 worth of her products; that 
she bought from us nearly $11,000,000 
worth of ourf goods; and that in addition 
she imported for home consumption from 
other lands about $3,000,000 worth of 
their wares. Put in another way, we may 
say that 5 per cent of the commerce 
created by missionary effort in the Sand- 
wich islands for one singis year would 
pay the entire bill for the expense in- 
curred in redeeming the Hawaiians from 
savagery and idolatry during all the 
eighty years that have elapsed sincé the 
first man set his foot on their shores as a 
messenger of the gospel. Did it pay?—

Colored Church Progress. 

(From The Southern Christian Advocate.) 

The display of figures which show the 
gain in churches and the membership of 
our church for the four years 1900-1903, 
made in the current number of The 
Northwestern Advocate by Dr. H. Kk 
Carroll, assistant secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Society, is very interesting in- 
deed. The entire church has gained 877 
churches, 6,203 probationers, 96,299 mem- 
bers and a totaf of 102,502 members and 
probationers. For the quadrenjjum 
previous the total gain was 109,344. The 
whole membership of the church is placed 
at 3,032,278. The total net gain for the 
foreign field is 21,988, composed of 13,042 
probationers and 8,946 members. Total 
foreign membership is 206,796. 

All the colored Conferences show a 
net increase except Atlanta, central Ala- 
bama, central Missouri, east Tennessee, 
upper Mississippi ang Washington. In 
the case of ventral Alabama and central 
Missouri their decrease is only apparent, 
as their membership was divided during 
the quadrennium by the formation of 
the Mobile and Lincoln conferences, The 
net gain for the twenty conferences is 
144 churches, |!0 probationers, 9,111 
members; total gain of 9,221, which Dr. 
Carroll says {is a net gain of 50 per cent 
or more. Their total membership is

Commentary on the International Sunday-School Lessce 


Second Quarter. 


Jesus Teaches Humanity. 


A strange and sad incident! It illustrates 
vividly the small progress Jesus had 
mdde With His disciples in teaching them 
the new ideal of life. It was within 
thirty days of the end of his career, and 
they had had three years of instruction. 
Yet their notion of the nature of His 
kingdom was so vague and crude that the 
heart of the Maeter must have been 
distressed. They thought it something 
objective afid material. They had taken 
His analogy of the twelvé thrones lit- 
erally, and were hungry for the spoils of 
office. 

James and John, the very 
whom He might naturally expect the 
most, really led off in the demand for 
official preferment. They seemed not to 
have profited by previous errors which 
Jesus had corrected. They had forbidden 
one whom they found casting out devils, 
because he did not follow them, and they 
had wanted to call down fire on the 
Samaritans. The Master had, in these in- 
stances, rebuked the eafthline&s of their 
aims and methods. But now they betray 
such a base notion of their Leader that 
they think He could be gullty of nepot- 
ism. Their. mother, Salome, was Mary's 
sister, and they cousins of Jesus. Hence 
their claim to preferment. It is a family 
attempt to steal a march on the others. 
They are especially anxious to cut Peter 
out, the most aggressive of the apostles. 
They had reason to believe Jesus re- 
garded them with spécial interest—for 
John was His favorite at table, and

James. was always included with the two 


others as witnesses of the most significant 
events, 

In the form of their request they seem 
to have had the Sanhedrin in mind—the 
splendid supreme court and parliament of 
the Hebrew nation. The Prince of the 
Sanhedrin sat in the midst of two rows 
of elders. On his right sat the “Father of 
the Sanhedrin,” and on his left the ‘‘Sage 
of the Sanhedrin.’’ So James and John 
had an ambitious dream of being clad jn 


| gorgeous raiment and seated high in the 
“marble court of the elders of Israel, in 


the rehabilitated nation. It 
have been entirely unmixed 
There may have been elements of pa- 
triotism and courage. But they totally 
missed the scope and spirit of the king- 
dom. This dullness of His best disciples 
must have been mortifying to Jesus. In 
fact, it was more trying to Him than 
the active and cunning opposition of the 
scribes and Pharisees. 

With Infinite patience Jesus began to 
teach the lesson all over again, and un- 
fold the essential principles of His king- 
dom. He could be charitable to His 
tardy disciples, for He was founding a 
commonwealth, absolutely unique—the 
like of which the world had never seen 
before—a kingdom of heart. entirely sub- 
jective, ethical, and spiritual. Well coulda 
Jesus say, “Ye know not what ye ask.’’ 
Within a month they saw those coveted 
places at His right and left hand ocen- 
pied indeed, but by cructfied thieves! 
“Can you drink of my cup?” So far from 
being able to drink of the cup of His 
calamity, they did not even dream, in 
spite of all His teaching, that such a cup 
was soon to be pressed to His lips. There 
was no room for the cross in their con- 
ception of His kingdom. Again, the very 
ethical and spiritual nature of the new 
commonwealth makes the arbitrary dis- 
tribution of position and emolument 
among > hae ee utter impossibility. In 
point of fact, “Tordship’’ in the common 
sense of that word, is entirely ruled out. 
The only greatness is that of love. obed- 
ience, humility, and service. And there 
can be nothing capricious in this. To 
the fit seat the fitted person only can 
come. Those nearest the King can reach 
their station only by the path the King 
Himself has taken.

resources and the growth of towns 

few counties in the state show more 
substantial progress than Jasper, - sit- 
uated in central Georgia on two branches 
of the Central of Georgia railway. This 
county produced in 1903 {8,000 bales 
of cotton, over 2,000,000 bushels of corn. 
about 600,000 gallons of milk and 250,000 
pounds of Jersey butter. At Monticello 
the county seat, there are besides a half 
hundred or more prosperous mercantile 
establishments, two large cotton ware 
houses, an oil mill, two banks with 
aggregate capitol of $100,000 and several 
minor business houses engaged in mann- 
facturing or repairing, or both.

20 bushels and Bermuda 
or crab grass hay from 4,000 to 6,000 
pounds. The Bermuda’ hay is of the 
very finest quality and a demand for it 
in the last few yecrs has made it one 
of the most. profitable crops the farmer 
can raise. 

Vegetables, Fruits and Melons. 

Although the staple crops constitute the

chief resources of the farmers of Jasper, 
some effort is being made to create an in- 
terest in growing melons, fruits and veg- 
etables, enough of which are raised for 
home consumption already. The soil is 
said by experts to be admirably adapted 
to peaches and all kinds of fruits, includ- 
svg the scuppernong and Concord grapes. 
In 1900 there were 10.000 acres of the 
2C0,000 acres in cultivation in the entire 
county, devoted to peaches, 2,000 to ap- 
rles and only 200 to grapes. The acre- 
uge in melons and vegetables is estimated 
to exceed 5,000 acres, 

The population of. Jasper county in 
19C0, according*to the United States cen- 
sts, was 15,033. a gain of 1,154 since 
1690. The population of the towns is: 
Monticello, the chief city, 1,106; in the 
Menticello district, 2,297; Shady Dale, 
70!, and Hillsboro, 621.

The county has excellent public roads, 
highly improved, and gix rural free deliv- 
ery mail routes that reach daily the peo- 
ple in the country with the daiiy news- 
papers and news from the rest of the 
country and the world at large. 


Monticello a Beautiful City. 
Monticello is one of the most beautiful 
towns in the state and is inhabited by 
live, progressive and intelligent business 
men, some of whom have been so suc- 
cessful in mercantile ventures that their

commercial rating is good for any 
arount under $100,000. A commercial 
traveler told me in his fifteen years’ bus- 
iness experience with the mercharts and 
business men of central Georgia he had 
never been under the necessity of hav- 
ing a single order from Monticello turn- 
ed down by this house, although sales in 
the town had exceeded a hundred thou- 
sand dollars in 1902. 

Monticello is electric lighted and sup- 
plied with an excellent system of water 
works. In some of the residences, stores 
and hotels sewerage conveniences have 
been installed and quite recently the citi- 
zens have voted an additional amount 
tc extend the sanitary improvements and 
lights, so ‘as to cover the entire city:

the farmer and his money parted.

It was established in 1899, and 
has a trade throughout the county in 
clothing, groceries and farming supplies 
and implements. Another company of sim- 
ilar enterprise is Hodge Mercantile Com- 
pany, of Shady Dale, dealers in general 
merchandise, fertilizers, furniture and 
cotton. The officers of the company are 
Cc. R. Hodge, president; J. T. Mobley, 
secretary and treasurer, and A. C. Mob- 
ley, assistant secretary and treasurer, 
The capital stock is $10,000, with annual 
business exceeding $7,500. The cOmpany 
was established in 1891, and has built up 
a govud trade in every section of the 
county. At Hillsboro is the enterprising 
firm of Gress Bros. & Garland, dealers in 
dry goods, hats, shoes, notions and 
groceries, and G. E. Fullerton & Bros., 
dealers in dry goods, notions ang gro- 


tlo, furniture, 


ceries. These two latter firms control the 
principal trade of the part of 
the county in their lines. 

At Shady Dale, the O. 9. Banks Bros. 
& Co. are doing a great work for immi- 
gration. They deal in real estate, princi- 
pally farms, and transact sales in all 
paris of the state. The literature they 
send out has interested many new- 
comers to middle Georgia. and the ad- 
vertising thus done has proven a profit 
instead of an expense. The officers of 
this company are O. O. Banks, president, 
and J. H. Parker, secretary and treasurer.

HURRORS OF WAR 
TOLD BY PAINTER 


Baroness Von Sutin Reporls 
Sayings of Verestchagia, 


From a Pyramid of Heads He Painted 
His Apotheosis of War—He 
Once Saw a Valley 
Strewn With Skel- 
etons. 


By Baroness Van Suttner. 

Vienna, May 1!5.—(Special Cable.)—Ver- 
estchagin fought against war, loathed 
it, yet at the same time loved sfrife. 
His nature, temperament, bringing up 
made him glory where his reason, his 
broad. humanity condemned. He was a 
courageous man, but time and again told 
me that he bowed most profoundly when 
he saw a ¢renade coming. ; 

“A .real bagtle pfcture is an impos- 
sibility,” this foremost battle painter of 
the times used toa say. ‘In battle events 
change so quickly and persistently that 
something new, something unexpected oc- 
curs every moment. Besides, everyone 
acts like one possessed. Soldiers, officers, 
generals, correspondents, artists, every- 
body and anybody howl,.curses, vocifer- 
ates, in the end all are hoarse.”’ 

“If anybody tells you of valor in ac- 
tion, put him down as a liar-‘or visionary. 
The thing does not exist. After talking 
with tens of thousands of solgiers of all 
grades and conditions—witness the con- 
sensus of expert opinion. As for myself, 
when I am on the firing Hne I keep sav- 
ing to myself: ‘It’s coming, brother, this 
time you will catch it sure.’ Why did I 
not have sense enough to remain at a 
goodly distance, I could paint as well 
afterwards. 

What Great General Says. 

As to the question of valor, Géneral 
Skobeleff, who, in his day, had the repu- 
tation of the bravest*man in the wide 
world, once said to me: 

“‘That anyone be unafraid in battle 
is rot, the opposite is true. Personally, I 
am so confounded timid that, as soo as 
the bullets are whizzing, I fear my last 
hour has come. But I trained myself to 
look fierce—such a mask easily passes 
for bravery. And, besides, if you once 
begin paying compliments to shrapnels 
and sugar loafs, there is no stopping, 
there are so many. When struck down on 
the green ‘hill, I felt like kicking myself. 
‘Ass,’ I murmured, ‘here is your reward 
for following this butcher-like profession.* 
T was firmly convinced that I would 
die like a dog—food for carrion.’ ”’ 

When Verestchagin conducted me 
through the. exhibition of his paintings 
of Napoleon’s retreat from’ Moscow, he 
was in an anecdotal mood and_ said 
all sorts of nonsense. “In the face of 
such horrors, how ean you joke?’’. I de- 
manded. 

“ ‘Te T don’t Jaugh, T will have to cry.’ 
he replied, and I am convinced he meant 
what he said. On that oceasion he told 
me that Kaiser Wilhelm received him 
most ungracicuely when he exhibited in 
Berlin. 

«Your paintings are the most power- 
ful propaganda against war I know of.’ 
ne growled. ‘and we need war. don’t you 
know thay™’ His majesty tried to con- 
vince me that I gave a one-sided view of 
war only. 

“As if there were two sides to war, 
a pretty and fetching one and another 
the reverse of beautiful, repelling,’’ cried 
Verestchagin. ‘I had opportunity to talk 
the matter over with Prfnce Frederick 
Charles of Prussia, who immortalized 
himself by his conduct of .the Franco- 
German war. ‘Only people who have 
never been to war, talk of its glories,’ 
said the conqueror of Metz. Prince 
George of Saxony, another great army 
leader, expressed himself similarly.”’ 

War Consists of Great Hardships. 

On another occasion Verestchagin said 
to me: “Persons who like to see others 
battle for their interests while staying at 
home themselves, to manufacture public 
opinion and petty royalties attached to 
headquarters to see and to be seen, are 
forever dilating on the heroism of ac- 
tion. How much action, do you think, 
is there in a war lasting a year or so» 
At best the average soldier faces action 
for a few hours vr few days all told. 
During the rest of his time he is doing 
service such as the kaw imposes upon 
criminals. He must hunger, toil Inces- 
santly in dust, mud, snow or ice. The 
war subjects him to a thousand hard- 
ships of ah sorts and he ts convinced 
that, if he comes out of [tt alive, he 
will, for the rest of hig years, be a suf- 
ferer from rheumatism or worse. 

‘‘Mind, baroness, I am speaking of per- 
sonal experiences. To learn what war 
really is, I shouldered a rifle and toox 
sword or lance in hand. I went to 
attack at the head of an infantry col- 
umn, I charged batteries, riding a fierce 
war horse, as exeited and as cowardly 
as mvself. And at one time I went out 
as a navvy lying mines. But torpedo war- 
fare is evidently not in my line. [ got 
seriously wounded at the came—came 
near losing my life’’ 

Poor Vassili, it sounds like a present- 
iment. IT can almost imagine his thoughts 
during the catastrophe that put an end 
to his career: ‘I knew it—mines are 
out of my line.’’ 


Sad Fate of the Sick and Prisoners. 
He told me all about the “humanity” 
of war, the ill-used term, so much prated 
about. The vast resources of the 
state he said. are employed for 
destruction, for purposes of humanity, 
of charity, there is but a miserable pit- 
tance, there is little else for the sick 
pand wounded, for prisoners of war, but 
death. The mea fall sick in droves and 
die like files, the Red Cross notwith- 
standing. Several times I traveled in 
the wake of conducts of prisoners. I 
found the road strewn with dead and dy- 
ing bodies. And over’ their prostrate 
torms rattled ammunition wagons, can- 
nons ground their bieeding limbs into the 
mud, the sides of the road served as 
impromptu cemetaries for tens of miles, 
where corpses arc live men, too, were 
heaped up. Hundreds of bleeding hands 
you see outstretched toward you, as you 
ride past with your heart of etone.’’

Mr. Courtney's destination was Piley 
island, in Notre Dame bay, on the Labra- 
dor side of Newfoundland.

Sardines For Dogs. . 

The chief food all the year round for 
natives and dogs is dried sardines. These 
fish are scooped in by millions, and, with 
the codfish brought from’ the banks, 
salted and smoked. As fish is the only 
food of chickens, pigs and goats (which 
furnish milk), both flesh and milk are so 
salty and odorous that visitors can hard- 
ly stomach a meal on their first arrival. 
There is neithemwhisky nor coffee—tea 
is the only drink.

Courtney, “after one of those horribly 
over-salted, smoked meals—everythitig 
absolute brine. Our only bread was ship 
hardtack, mashed and soaked into a com-

We 
were 120 miles from the nearest railroad 
station. The mail was supposed to come 
once a week, and it did until winter set 
in. While the ice in the bay was only 
3 or 4 feet thick, the big iceboats broke 
it by sheer weight, 

After the middle of November dogs 
carried the mails, but later the weather 
became so intense and the snow so deep 
that all communication with the world 
was closed for weeks and months. 

There is sickness, of cOurse, at times, 
but it is almost impossible to get a doc- 
tor unless he happens to be in the neigh- 
borhood. There is but one physician for 
six hundred inhabitants. The other doc- 
tor is 90 miles away. When not patch- 
ing up the frozen limbs of patients he Is 
traveling of snow shoes, trying to keep 
his own from freezing. 

No intoxicating Jiquofts are sold on-Pil- 
ley'’s island. The nearest saloon is 310 
miles away, at St. Johns. The one resi- 
dent Methodist clergyman has a @istrict

miles on snow shoes to marry a coupie.

As a rule, the natives are very illit- 
erate; few can read, much less write, The 
weather was so cold that school had to 
be closed for weeks at a time. Every 
pupil must bring a load of wood to school 
each morning. 

Such was the condition of affairs when 
the almanac announced the arrival of 
spring, and on March 6 Mr. Courtney 
and his wife prepared to leave by dog 
train for the nearest railroad station.

The on snow shoes, 
with Mrs. Courtney in the sled, left Pil- 
ley’s island on Friday morning at 9 
o'clock. Snow fell, and 9 inches 
was the record that day. The first camp, 
9 miles distant, was made in three hours, 
but it was nightfall when they reached 
the next camp, with disaster at hand. 
Someone had stolen the stove, There 
was no wood and no ax to chop any 
with. so they had to push on through 
the night and storm 1!8 miles further. 

It should be explained that these camps 
have been established the govern- 
ment for mail carriers, and are supposed 
to be provided with stoves, fuel and pro- 
against the intense cold.

After a hearty meal they threw 
themselves on piles of moss and pine 
boughs and fell asleep, and guides taking 
turns sitting up to replenish the fires, and 
all were huddled together in the small 
log cabin. 
Too Cold for Wolves. 

The extraordinary statement is made 
that no wolves were in the forest to 
howl, the intensely cold weather having 


driven them south. Early next morning 
the travelers were awakened by the dogs 
erving for something eat, and whén 
they began breakfast the animals whined 
So piteously that, despite protest. from 
the guides, Mrs. Courtney threw them a 
little food. Result, demoralized 
for a time that they move. 
it was expé@ained that dogs are fed only 
at night and only once in twenty-four 
hours, otherwise .they would get torpid 
and not make time or speed. 

During the first gay out, the trail had 
been over a chain lakes frozen 20 or 
30 feet deep. they being of fresh. water, 
with mountains rising white and menac- 
ing ail around. On the following day 
the trail ran through forests, the 
‘blazed’’ trees showing the route to be 
tiellowed.

It was the 
residence of the railroad agent’s family. 
Mr. Courtney and wife were given quar- 
ters in the house, the only one there, 
where they were to await a special train 
coming with provisions to rescue not only 
them, but the captains of a fishing fleet 
recently smashed by the ice during the 
bliggard, which had. been snowed up for 
thirty-five in the interior. As the 
chief government bakery of. the -island 
Was near them, .they fortunately had 
plenty to eat while waiting for relief.
